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Clinton 
calls for 
‘strong’ 
UN action 
on Iraq

US President Bi]} Clinton, in an 
interview broadcast yesterday, 
called on the UN to take “very 
strong and unambiguous action'* 
to force Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein to comply with UN 
weapons inspections. 

In an interview with NBC*s 
Meet the Press , taped on Saturday 
after Clinton met his top foreign 
policy advisers, he also said any 
attempt by Iraq to attack US spy 
planes would not be tolerated. 

The U-2 planes are scheduled to 
resume flights over Iraq today. 

“I expect the United Nations to 
take very strong and unambigu- 
ous action to make it perfectly 
clear he has to comply,** Clinton 
said, referring to Saddam. “If he 
doesn’t, then die world communi- 
ty will have to take some action.” 

The Sunday limes reported, 
meanwhile, that Saddam’s latest 
weapon is an apparently innocu- 
ous single-engine crop duster 
convened into a remote-con- 
trolled drone, capable of dis- 
charging enough anthrax bacteria . 
to kin thousands of people? 

Saddam yesterday his coimuy. 
had to choose between **a life 
with dignity” or “confrontation” 
in its row with the UN oyer arms 
inspections. 

“Iraq has been put in a situation 
in which it has to choose between 
a life with dignity and honor, or 
confrontation of all possibilities,” 
Saddam said in remarks carried 
by the official Iraqi News 
Agency, SNA. “Our decision is 
defensive and not an attack on 
America. We have either to sacri- 
fice or become slaves.” 

Asked if a military strike 
against Iraq is necessary, Clinton 
said, “I don't want to rule any- 
thing in or out I think... it’s very 
important that the president main- 
tarn all options and signal none. 
And that’s where I want to be. 
But I think that Saddam Hussein 
needs to understand that this is a 
serious .business and this is not 
just the president of the United 
States.” 

An attack by Iraq on the spy 
planes, Clinton said, “would be a 
big mistake. We will not tolerate 
[Saddam's] efforts to murder our 
pilots acting on behalf of the 
UN.” 

US Secretary of State 
Madeleine Albright, calling 
Saddam “a congenital liar,” said 
it was important that he know that 
the consternation caused by his 
actions .was international in 
nature and not solely a US reac- 
tion. 

Nevertheless, the US will act 
alone, if necessary, she said. 

Senate Majority leader Trent 
Lritt said Congress will support 
strong military action, even if the 
US acts without the backing of 
the UN. 

If Clinton were to order mili- 
tary action, “1 think Congress 
would support him in a very 
bipartisan way,” he said on Fox 
News yesterday. 

Iraq may be seeking to provoke 
a US attack, or divide the interna- 
tional coalition backing the UN 
sanctions, Clinton said. He called 
on. Arab nations, and UN Security 
Council members Russia and 
France, to support the UN and 
present a united front to Saddam. 

Last Tuesday, the UN suspend- 
ed U-2 flights while a diplomatic 
delegation, which left Baghdad 
on Friday without achieving a 
breakthrough, was in the country. 

The UN Security Council is to 
meet today to discuss the visit by 
Secretary-General Kofi Annans 
special mission.

Rock on which Virgin Mary 
rested found near Bethlehem

A rock on which die Virgin 
Mary is believed to have rested 
while on her way to give birth to 
Jesus has been uncovered by 
archeologists just off the 
Jerusalem-Bethlehem road. 

Termed by archeologists one 
of the major Christian sires ever 
excavated in the country, the rite 
is expected to become a prime 
attraction for Christian pilgrims. 
It is certain to figure prominent- 
ly in the 2000 festivities, when 
masses of Christian visitors are 
anticipated from around the 
world. 

The rock, measuring about 
two by four meters, was the cen- 
terpiece of an enormous octago- 
nal Byzantine church construct- 
ed in the fifth century. The 
church and adjacent monastery 
were destroyed in unknown cir- 
cumstances in the eighth centu- 
ry, after the Arab conquest. 
Tbe-ir remains were subsequent- 
ly covered over and the precise 
location forgotten. Scholars 
knew, however, from ancient 


documents of the church's exis- 
tence and of the holy rock 
known as kcuhisma - the seat, in 
Greek. 

The rock is not mentioned in 
the New Testament, but it is 
known from Christian docu- 
ments dating from as early as the 
fourth century. Mary and her 
husband, Joseph, were traveling 
from Nazareth to Bethlehem. 
Joseph’s birthplace, to partici- 
pate in a census. Tradition holds 
that the pregnant Mary rested on 
the large flat rock just off the 
ancient Jerusalem-Bethlehem 
road. 

Plans to widen the present 
road led archeologists to carry 
out an emergency dig and dis- 
cover the stone and the sur- 
rounding church remains, 
including mosaic floors. The 
road widening plans were duly 
altered. 

At a press conference at the 
site yesterday. Antiquities 
Authority archeologists Rina 
Avner and Yuval Baruch, who 
uncovered the site, noted that 
the rock was slightly higher than 


the floor of the church around it 
and that it was exactly at die 
center of die structure, which 
measured 43 by 52 meters. It 
was one of the earliest and 
largest churches dedicated to 
Mary. 

Greek Orthodox Patriarch of 
Jerusalem Diodoros I. who visit- 
ed the rite yesterday, congratu- 
lated the authority on the discov- 
ery and said that his chirch 
would offer the authority full 
cooperation in making it accessi- 
ble to visitors. “This great dis- 
covery has historical, religious, 
and ethnic significance," he said. 

The rock lies at the edge of an 
olive grove, on land owned by 
die Greek Patriarchate, several 
hundred meters south of Mar 
Elias. The site was initially dis- 
covered in 1992, when a small 
emergency dig was carried out in 
connection with the road-widen- 
ing plans. Its full dimensions 
were not exposed, however, until 
a contractor a( the nearby Har 
Homa development site illegally 
laid a water pipe- through the area 
a few months ago. 


Bezeq gave false price data

After a four-month investigation, the Antitrust 
Authority yesterday formally accused Bezeq 
International’s senior executives of employing unfair 
business practices designed to give the company an 
advantage as the market geared up for competition in 
overseas phone calls. 

Antitrust Authority director-general David Tadmor 
gave his findings to Attorney-General Elyakim 
Rubinstein, who must decide whether or not to pros- 
ecute the involved parties. 

Bezeq International said it will appeal the decision. 

In Its statement, the authority said that from the end 
of 1996 until the international call market opened to 
competition in July, Bezeq International's CEO and 
the board of directors implemented “foggy" and 


“confusing” pricing policies. 

According to documents the authority seized, the 
company’s directives explicitly recommended 
“applying confusing tariff policies.” 

The company’s senior executives told the board of 
directors, “We’ll confuse the public and cause them 
to think that Bezeq International is already cheap ” 
the authority said. 

After conducting the investigation. Tadmor said die 
company used “vague policies” to "exploit the con- 
sumer.” 

In May 1995, the Antitrust Authority declared 
Bezeq International a monopoly. The 
Communications Ministry then decided to open the 
international telephone call market to competition. 
In July, Golden Lines and Barak entered die mar- 
ket.

Hectic efforts were under way late 
last night to find a magic formula that 
could assure the Likud a smooth con- 
vention, although all in the party 
agreed that die proceedings had gotten 
on to an inauspicious start 

The actual convention work begins 
this morning at the Tel Aviv 
Fairgrounds and it is due to continue 
through tomorrow. 

As the convention opened last night 
in Jerusalem, the consensus was that a 
confrontation over toe party primaries 
system was unavoidable, with the 
choice of the presidium chairman 
looming as the first test for Prime 
Minister Binyamin Netanyahu's con- 
trol over his party. The presidium 
chairman controls the convention 
agenda. 

Netanyahu’s candidate for toe post. 
Health Minister Yehosbua Matza, 
warned that he would decline to stand 
if he must face alternative candidate 
Yisrael Katz. But Netanyahu yester- 
day failed to convince Katz to with- 
draw. 

Katz, the moshav movement repre- 
sentative in the Likud, is being fielded 
by rebellious central committee mem- 
bers, out to scrap toe primaries and to 
return the election of toe party’s 
Knesset candidates to toe 2,750- mem- 
ber committee. 

Since all the committee members 
are. also convention delegates, Matza 
fears that Katz may actually defeat 
hiu£ even though his fellow ministers 
support him. 

Netanyahu begged Matza to hang in 
and not quit. Although Netanyahu’s 
own prestige is on the line, Matza is 
reportedly reluctant to take a humiliat- 
ing beating on behalf of the entire 
party leadership. 

Netanyahu promised Matza that he 
will personally lobby the delegates to 
vote for Matza. He also promised to 
deliver a strongly-worded speech 
warning the delegates against causing 
an irreparable rift in toe party. 

Matza wasn’t greatly encouraged. 
The Jerusalem Post was told, but .told 
Netanyahu that he would think it over. 

A defeat for Matza would constitute 
a resounding vote of no-confidence in 
toe entire party leadership. The minis- 
ters are hotly opposed to any tamper- 
ing with toe primary system which 
confers great advantage on them as 
incumbents.

There was great doubt among some 
ministers last night that the primaries 
vote could be delayed as Netanyahu 
had promised, given toe aggressive 
stance by toe central committee mili- 
tants. Should the primaries be abol- 
ished at this convention session, the 
ministers warn, toe Likud would find 
itself teetering on toe brink of a split 
The first move by toe anti-primary 
forces today would be to request that 


toe presidium chairman be elected by 
secret ballot This procedure would 
take a long time and be much to 
Matza's disadvantage. 

Sources around Netanyahu said that 
his first task on the convention floor 
this morning must be to deliver an 
appeal that would be powerful enough 
to dissuade toe central committee 
members from persisting in their 
planned showdown.

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Levy briefc cabinet on US talks Har Homa bids,

Foreign Minister David Levy’s 
optimistic assessment of the 
Washington talks with the 
Palestinian Authority's Mahmoud 
Abbas was conveyed to toe cabi- 
net yesterday and is the basis of 
his plan to confer with him again 
next Monday in Jericho. 

The timing of toe meeting, 
which will include the Israeli and 
Palestinian chairmen of the nine 
joint committees negotiating 
technical issues, could mean that 
Levy has dropped toe idea of 
attending toe World Economic 
Forum in Qatar. 

Official sources said he may 
stay away for reasons of proto- 
col, as his Arab counterparts may 
send lower-level aides. But a 
source close to Levy raised toe 
possibility that he may decide to 
spend a maximum of three hours 
in Doha, then return to meet 
Abbas. The Doha conference 
begins on Sunday. 

“It was not possible to expect 
that we would return from 
Washington with an agreement 


that would settle all the outstand- 
ing issues,” Levy told the cabinet 

The outcome of toe Washington 
discussions was reported person- 
ally by Levy to Prime Minister 
Binyamin Netanyahu and concur- 
rently by Abbas to PA Chairman 
Yasser Arafat 

Netanyahu told toe cabinet that 
no date has been set for a meeting 
between him and President Bill 
Clinton, but that it will be deter- 
mined "in coordination between 
the two countries.” 

A communique said Clinton 
“did not refuse to meet” with 
Netanyahu and that “toe item 
has been blown out of propor- 
tion.” Israel Radio predicted that 
the two may meet in Los 
Angeles early next week since 
both will be there at toe same 
time. 

Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordechai also briefed the cabi- 
net on his visit to the US. 

Douglas Davis adds from 
London: 

Netanyahu can expect a cool 
reception from British Jewish 
leaders when he arrives in 


London for a jhree-day visit 
beginning on Thursday.' 

According to the London 
Jewish Chronicle, at least a 
dozen of the most prominent 
members of the community 
have declined invitations to 
attend a communal dinner in his 
honor, with half of the dis- 
senters citing disapproval of his 
policies. Only 75 of toe 200 
couples who were invited to the 
dinner are reported to have 
accepted the invitation. 

During his visit, Netanyahu will 
meet Prime Minister Tony Blair, 
Foreign Secretary Robin Cook, 
and other leading figures in the 
government and opposition. 

Netanyahu will also travel to 
Oxford to address members of toe 
L’chaim Society, ji Jewish-led 
student organization. 

A survey published over the

The role played by Avishai Raviv as a General 
Security Service agent assigned to infiltrating extreme 
right-wing groups will be reviewed at a special session 
of the security cabinet on Wednesday. 

This is the upshot of a tense exchange between GSS 
chief Ami Ayalon and Science Minister Michael Eitan 
at yesterday’s cabinet meeting. 

Ayalon asked to read a statement on the Raviv issue, 
but Eitan objected on toe grounds that he had been 
denied toe floor and that it should not be given to 
Ayalon. 

Prime Minister Binyamin Netanyahu had asked toe 
cabinet not to comment on the contents of the secret 
segment of toe Shamgar Commission's report on the 
assassination of Yitzhak Rabin, in which Raviv is 
mentioned. 

The cabinet communique said he “emphasized that 
toe GSS does important work in attempting to prevent 
violent activities and one must be careful not to dam- 


age it.” 

Eitan contended that former GSS chiefs have been 
making statements to the mass media which contradict 
toe Shamgar report’s findings and have been fueling 
toe public debate about Raviv’s activities. 

A team of officials headed by the legal adviser to the 
Prime Minister’s Bureau “is examining the issue of 
publishing toe [secret sections of the] report,” toe 
communique went on. 

Lias Collins adds: 

MK Amn on Rubinstein (Meretz) has asked the attor- 
ney-general to publish a clarification that the GSS’s 
use of Raviv was done without the political intent of 
harming toe entire right wing. 

“This claim cannot be allowed to continue to hover 
as a black cloud over the head of the GSS and to poi- 


Then, in a clear reference to the Mashaal Affair, 
he said, “We promised we would fight terror

Netanyahu called chi Palestinians “not to make 
mistakes of past, and again miss a historic oppor- 
tunity - don’t have dreams of toe destruction of 
Israel, not in stages or even We should go to toe 
final agreement Those who want peace will stop 
placing obstacles on the way to final-status talks. 
Our hand is extended in peace, take it" 

The feel-good tone of the evening was set by a 
multi-media presentation documenting toe high- 
light’s of the country 's first 50 years. During this 
presentation, toe crowd burst into applause and 
chants of "Arik, Arik” every time toe narrator 
mentioned something that Ariel Sharon had his 
hand in. Huge banners were hung from the rafters 
that read, “Arik Sharon, the nation is with you" - 
a clear reference to last week's dismissal of his 
libel suit against Ha'aretz by Tbl Aviv District 

Court. . . . 

The warm greeting Netanyahu received when 
he entered the hall and when he took the podium 
was a throwback to toe greeting he received- 
when be gave his victory speech there 17 months 
ago.

“As it is already close to toe end 
of 1997, it made more sense to 
publish toe tenders early next 
year. The decision is an adminis- 
trative and technical one," Eilat 
said.

(Likud-Gesher), who heads toe 
Knesset lobby for the Land of 
Israel Front, charged that the delay 


would generate severe .‘repercus- 
sions, especially when toe^US is 
pressuring Israel to fte&fe- con- 
struction in Judea, Samaria, and 
Gaza. 

“We are not talking about-build- 
ing in Petah TDcva,” hejsajd.L“Har 
Homa is a very sensitrve issuc and 
any delay will only serve to bring 
more pressure on Israel.” A i. 

Kleiner said he hopes- toe 
reports emanated from lower- 
level ministry officials who do 
not realize what toe repercus- 
sions of such a postponement 
might be.

Kissinger: It’s 
time for final 
status talks

Former US secretary of state 
Henry Kissinger said yesterday it 
is now time to tackle “a number 
of big issues"in the Middle East 
peace process - including the fact 
that a Palestinian state is 
inevitable. 

Since universal recognition of 
that state is inevitable, “the ques- 
tion becomes what are its bor- 
ders,” Kissinger said, in a lecture 
to a packed auditorium in Tel 
Aviv’s Habimah Theater. 

He said that although he had 
been the first to advocate the 
step-by-step process to the Arabs 
and Israelis, now he believes it is 
time for bigger steps, or for a 
negotiated final settlement. 

“But the first, the essential, 
requirement for peace is knowing 
where you want to go,” Kissinger 
said. 

“If you do not know the desti- 
nation, you cannot get there and 
each step, each concession, 
becomes harder." 

Kissinger had been invited by 
the Yitzhak Rabin Center to 
deliver the first Rabin Lecture, 
launching a pregram of activities 
to honor the memory of the late 
prime minister, said Anita 
Shapira, chairman of the center. 
His subject was “United States 
and Middle Eastern Policy in a 
Changing Global Arena." 

Nobel Peace laureate 
Kissinger, who was secretary of 
state under presidents Nixon and 
Ford, became known as the 
father of shuttle diplomacy when 
he negotiated the cease-fire 
agreements between Israel; 
Egypt and Syria following the 
Yom Kippur War. 

Kissinger said the current peri- 


od of international quiet will not 
continue and, when it ends, it will 
not be easy to mobilize help for 
the Middle East from the United 
Slates. 

“Even now in America there is 
isolationism on the Left, unilater- 
alism on the Right Thirty percent 
of the country has never been 
outside it news reports from tire 
outside world are incomprehensi- 
ble to them. 

“I have argued ever since prime 
minister Begin agreed to the con- 
cept of autonomy that a 
Palestinian state was inevitable. 
Once the concept of autonomy 
had been granted, nothing would 
prevent the outside world from 
elevating the starus of that 
autonomous unit 

“I told Begin on the day after 
Camp David, and have said it 
ever since, that the key question 
is what borders will that unit 
have. These two issues must be 
faced - tire borders, and in return, 
the recognition of a Palestinian 
state cannot be prevented, what- 
ever Israel thinks. 

Kissinger said “it is clear” 
Israel cannot return to the 1967 
borders, “so without tying myself 
to any particular tine, I think 
something like the Allon Plan 
will be the outcome. 

There are indeed a host of 
other issues - precise limitations 
far the Palestinian unit’s arms; it 
cannot possibly be a constant 
source of worry. 

“But we must be clear about the 
destination, and above all agree 
with the US that that is the desti- 
nation. 

This is the big decision that 
has to be made. One cannot pos- 
sibly hope that there is a way 
around it."

“We establish committees for 
Jerusalem, but do not act; we call 
for demonstrations, but no one 
shows up; we call for donations, 
but to no avail; we raise our voice 


not to sell lands, but tire selling 
continues. Is it because we believe 
that the battle for Jerusalem has 
already been lost?" 

School violence 

According to a report in Al- 
Hayat al-Jadida, four pupils at 
Gaza's Khalil al-Wazir High 
School recently threatened their 
teachers with weapons and cursed 
them. 

The Palestinian Police sent in 
large forces headed by chief Ghazi 
Jabali, and after many hours and 
with tite help of several members 
of the Palestinian Legislative 
Council, the aimed pupils surren- 
dered and were removed from the 
place. 


Kirk Douglas 

Under the title “A racist American 
actor finances settlement in 
Jerusalem,” Al-Bayal al-Jadida 
writes that Kirk Douglas “has 
joined the American owner of gam- 
bling clubs, living Moskowitz, in 
financing settlements in the area of 
occupied Jerusalem.

A tale of 
two converts

According to Rabbi Yisrael 
Rosen, head of the Chief 
Rabbinate’s Conversion Authority, 
80 percent of the converts from 
the former Soviet Union are 
women. 

Of the 26 students in Russian 
activist Dina Yablonsky’s 
Jerusalem conversion class sever- 
al months ago, 18 were women - 
most of them young, some already 
married, others hoping to many 
soon. At least two were being 
threatened with deportation 
because the Interior Ministry had 
decided that despite the documen- 
tation that they had presented, 
they weren’t Jewish, and had no 
other legal right to be here. Almost 
all tire women wore long skirts 
and long-sleeved shirts to class. 


Absorbing the non-Jews; 
Third in a four-part series 


One of die students was 21 -year- 
old Yana, who immigrated five 
years ago from a remote Russian 
town near the Mongolian border. 
She was enrolled in the Hebrew 
University’s preparatory course 
and hoped to become an industrial 
designer. 

Yana’s fatter is Jewish and her 
mother is not, but it was actually 
her mother who was prouder of 
the Jewish connection. 

“She even looks Jewish and was 
not promoted at work because 
people thought she was," said 
Yana. “My mother was the Zionist 
and she was tire one who told me 
about my father’s roots." . . 

None of Yana’s fiiends were 
Jews and, as a child, she did not 
feel any different from them. But 
as she heard her mother’s stories, 
she began to develop strong feel- 
ings about her origins. 

“When I studied history and we 
came to the history of tire Jews, I 
felt it deep in my heart" 

She was also fascinated by what 
she regarded as the special power 
of the Jews. “I wanted to under- 
stand why they were always the 
focus of so much attention," she 
said. 

Before tire rise of tire Soviet 
Union’s last leader, Mikhail 
Gorbachev. Jews in Yana’s town 
observed religious customs at 
home, in private. But after pere- 
stroika, the Jewish community 
opened a Sunday school and start- 
ed observing holidays in public. 
Meanwhile, the Jewish Agency 
began to offer seminars on Israel. 
At 16, Yana decided to immigrate 
- on her own accompanied only 
by a schoolmate, Lena. 

She said the Israeli representa- 
tive in Novosibirsk checked her 
documents and told her die was 
eligible to immigrate according to 
the Law of Return, but that she 
would not be considered Jewish 
here. Before coating, Yana and 


Lena enrolled by trail in a kibbutz 
conversion class, but when they 
got here, they found they had not 
been registered. 

EACH ENDED up going her own 
way. Yana ended up in Jerusalem, 
where she joined Yablonsky’s con- 
vention class. 

Lena, who moved to Bat Yam 
and developed a circle of secular 
friends, said she would convert 
some day but is in no burry to do 
so. 

Yana, soft-spoken and delicate- 
looking, seems to have no qualms 
about an Orthodox conversion. 

“I don’t see myself as being 
extremely Orthodox, but as a 
woman who observes the balachic 
commandments, “ she said. "It’s 
hard for me to go to synagogue or 
read the prayer book all the time. I 
have to get used to it But I 
observe the Shabbat and holidays 
and the rules of kasinuL 1 have to 
more or less turn myself inside out 
and that takes time." 

Whatever difficulties of adjust- 
ment she has encountered, Yana 
sounds as if she would not have it 
any other way. 

“There is some sort of order in 
religious life - that is, in Jewish 
religious life - and I think it’s 
good to live that way. Kashrat is 
healthy and there is something 
good about a faith in which you 
can teach your children that there 
i$ someone or something watching 
over you.” 

She was not attracted to more 
libera] forms of religion. For her. 
Orthodox Judaism is real Judaism. 

“The Reform way is neither here 
nor there,” she said. “If you do 
something, do it all the way." 

DR. ZE*EV Fuko, 42, immigrated 
from Moscow in 1991 and lives in 
Ma’aleh Adumim. He is a doctor 
at Beilinson Hospital. Fuko is also 
the son of a Jewish father and non- 
Jewisb mother. His wife is 
Russian. 

Like many other Jewish families 
in Russia, Fuko says the only 
Jewish tradition his parents 
observed during his childhood 
was serving mat™ - together with 
bread - on Pessah. Nevertheless, 
he felt Jewish. 

“Every person feels inside that 
he belongs to a group,” Fuko said. 
“I can’t explain exactly why. 
Maybe it was Zionism. I remem- 
ber that when I was 13, during the 
Six Day War, we would listen 
closely to the Voice of Israel even 
though it was hard to hear because 
it was jammed.” 

Fuko's friends were Jewish-They 
would congregate outside the 
Great Synagogue on holidays. 

“There was a group of us. We 
would walk around and talk about 
Jewish matters, although we 
weren't like [Prisoners of Zion 
Natan] Sharansky or [Yosef] 
Begun. I can’t explain exactly why 
we cared, but it was like that from 
childhood.”

Beilin launches 
movement for 
Lebanon withdrawal

.A** movement chaired by 
MK Yossi Beilin plans to conduct 
an ongoing public and political 
campaign to get the [DF out of 
Lebanon, even without a ryace 
settlement with Syria and 
Lebanon. 

The Movement for Leaving 
Lebanon Peacefully, which was 
launched in Tel Aviv yesterday 
also includes MKs Haim Ramon’ 
Nissim Zvilli, Yona Yahav and 
Yael Dayan (Labor), Dedi Zucker 
and Naomi Hazan (Meretz), Zvi 
Weinberg (YIsrael Ba*aliya), rep- 
resentatives of the Four Mothers 
group and several public figures 
and artists. 

“Blood is being spilt in Lebanon 
unnecessarily; we come to stop 
this bloodshed and the continuing 
foolishness in Lebanon, which 
was born in sin and continued in 
sin,” Beilin said at the press con- 
ference. 

Beilin said there is no political 
or ideological basis for staying in 
Lebanon, noting that many IDF 
generals, and reserve generals 
agree it is in Israel’s national inter- 
est to withdraw, even without a 
peace agreement with Syria or 
Lebanon. 

Beilin said the movement offers 
a peaceful way of getting out of 
Lebanon, with alternative security 
arrangements and adequate 
arrangements for the South 
Lebanese Army. 

“With all due respect to Syrian 
President Assad, ran tings of 
Hizbullah beads or SLA threats, 
those are not good enough reasons 
to stay there. This movement will 
make sure* the issue does not drop 
from the agenda, even on days 
when there are no casualties in 
Lebanon, and exert pressure on 
the decision makers to get out of 
Lebanon,** he said. 

He said that during die Rabin 
memorial rally on Saturday night, 
more than 2,500 new members 
signed up to join the movement. 

Ronit Agassi, of the Four 
Mothers group, said the mothers* 
movement “was formed out of the 
terrible feeling our children's 
blood is being spilt, they are being 


Ethiopian immigrant 
group alarmed by 
high dropout rate

Charges and countercharges 
were ' " exchanged yesterday 
between the Israel Association for 
Ethiopian Jews and die Education 
Ministry after die association pub- 
lished - statistics indicating an 
alarming rise in the number of 
Ethiopian youngsters who have 
dropped out of school and are 
involved-in criminal activity. 

According to the association, the 
number of 12-15 year old 
Ethiopians engaged in criminal 
activity, based on what it said were 
police repeats, is up some 300 per- 
cent in the period between 1994 
and early 1997. 

A ss ociation officials also noted 
that only 12.5% of Ethiopians eli- 
gible to take the matriculation 
exams received a matriculation 
certificate, significantly lower 
than the 38% national average. 

However, Yohanan Ben- 
Ya’acov, bead of the Education 
Ministry’s Authority for 
Immigrant Absorption, said in a 
letter to the group that there were 
“inaccuracies!* and mistakes in die 
report He also noted there were 
“two maj or, significant deficien- 
cies: He who can’t also see the 
light and success and achieve- 
ments has no right to show the 
darkness and failure! He who con- 
tinues to spit into the well Ik 
drinks from does not deserve to 
draw water from that well. 

Association officials rejected 


Ben-Ya’acov’s letter and sent a 
copy to Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer, calling it 
“harsh, degrading and threaten- 
ing.” 

“They prefer us to be silent,” 
said Simla Mola, herself a member 
of the Ethiopian community and a 
project coordinator for the associ- 
ation. 

Moshe Bahta, director of die 
United Ethiopian Jewish 
Organizations, said that while he 
disagreed with some of the associ- 
ation’s tactics, be agreed that die 
problem of Ethiopian youngsters 
who had dropped out of any edu- 
cational framework was a severe 
one. 

“We need to find die resources 
to help these youngsters now, or 
risk having to invest considerably 
more to help them later,” he said. 

Mola said that Education 
Ministry officials put the number 
of dropouts at 700, “but those fig- 
ures have stayed the same for the 
past two years, which just doesn’t 
make any sense.” 

She said the association puts the 
figure at more than 1,500 of the 
15,000 pupils in grades 1-12 who 
should be in schooL 

An Education Ministry official 
said yesterday that die ministry 
provides significantly more 
resources for die Ethiopian immi- 
grants than it does to other groups, 
and it could document die success- 
es that have been achieved in aid- 
ing the Ethiopian community. 
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used as cannon fodder and there is 
no solution in sight 
“The deep despair from the cyn- 
icism, indifference and mental fix- 
ation of the government drove us 
into the streets as a protest group. 
Beilin’s movement provides the 
political connection to the parlia- 
mentary corridors which we 
lacked.” 

She added “as parents, we can- 
not back our children’s serving in 
Lebanon and tell them they’re 
doing the right thing.” 

Zvilli urged the public to stop 
regarding Israel’s stay in Lebanon 
as “a divine decree” about which 
nothing can be done. 

“Now, when the circumstances 
of the war in Lebanon are coming 
to light (with the verdict of the 
Sharon vs. Ba'aretz trial], it’s 
intolerable having to keep our sol- 
diers stuck there, knowing die IDF 
entered Lebanon without a cabinet 
decision and perhaps without the 
knowledge of many ministers." 

The political leaders must be 
forced to open their mind to alter- 
natives, he said, “because in the 
present situation no one can win. 
The only way out of Lebanon is on 
stretchers, and we don’t want any 
more soldiers leaving that way.” 

Labor MK Ephraim Sneh, 
meanwhile, asked party chairman 
Ehud Barak to issue a statement 
making it clear that Labor is not 
affiliated with the new movement 
Sneh, who, like Barak, objects 
strongly to a unilateral withdrawal 
from Lebanon, noted that as soon 
as Israel quits Lebanon, Hizbullah 
will take over not only sooth 
Lebanon but the entire state. A 
unilateral withdrawal will also 
make it much easier for the 
Hizbullah to target Israeli towns, 
he said. 

Defense Minister Yitzhak 
Mordechai’s media advisor Avi 
Benayahu said the IDF’s activities 
in south Lebanon constitute a 
security issue and not a political 
one. Benayahu added all military 
and security service assessments 
indicate that in the absence of an 
agreement ensuring the security of 
the northern communities, it 
would not be right to withdraw 
unilaterally from Lebanon. 
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Government, Holy See to sign 
first pact since normalizing ties

Israel and the Holy See are to sign an 
agreement today on the legal status of 
Roman Catholic institutions in Israel, an 
act which a Foreign Ministry official 
described as the first public sign of normal- 
ization between the two since the establish- 


ment of diplomatic relations in June 1994. 

However, the signing comes a full year 
and a half after the joint subcommittee, 
which was set up in order to bring about an 
agreement on the issue, actually reached its 
conclusions. 

The failure of the government to follow 
up the agreement with the signing ceremo- 


ny was interpreted by some Roman 
Catholic sources as a lack of enthusiasm by 
the Israelis to continue the process of nor- 
malization with the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

But Ariel Kennet, director of the Foreign 
Ministry department for the churches, yes- 
terday rejected this interpretation. 


He said that interpretation came from cer- 
tain circles which had an interest in casting 
a negative light on relations between Israel 
and the Roman Catholic Church. 

He said the main source of the delay was 
the change in government. “The new gov- 
ernment had to learn the material,” Kennet 
said. “It took time for them to deal with it”

The meetings were initiated by the Community Centers 
Association and were pan of discussion groups which featured rab- 
bis, public figures, and others representing a wide range of political 
opinion. 

Many community centers are planning ceremonies and other spe- 
cial commemoration events this week, to be attended by representa- 
tives of all members of the community. 

Today there will be a bicycle race for youth from the Binyamin 
Community Center - which includes Ofra, Beit El, Psagot and oth- 
ers - along with youngsters from kibbutzim in the North. The two 
groups will then hold a discussion on the causes of the distance 
between observant and secular Israelis. 

Dr. Dov Golberger, director-general of the Community Centers 
Association, said the association is taking a wide role in the com- 
memorations, because they are one of the few public bodies not iden- 
tified with any political group, making it easier for young people and 
adults to participate. 


One mentioned the political 
nature of the rally in Rabin’s 
memory held on Saturday night 
and- asked the pupils, “Do -you 
-think that there is one value or 
issue that we could all attend a 
rally in support of?” 

“Zionism?” ventured a young 
man in response. 

“Perhaps," the facilitator 
answered. “But what about the 
settlers? They think dial they are 
expressing their Zionism by set- 
tling the Land of Israel and other 
people feel they are hurting 
Zionism by doing what they are 
doing.” 

Inevitably, much of the discus- 
sion focused on the Rabin murder 
and its aftermath. 

“I’m sick and tired of bdiog 
blamed for this," said a young 
woman named Rachel. “Rabin 
was my prime minister, too. I was 
hurt by his killing, too. I don’t 
understand why. just because I am 
religious, I am constantly expect- 
ed to apologize and ask forgive- 
ness for his assassination.” 

The massive dialogue was a 
high-profile version of the discus- 
sions facilitated by Gesher on a 
regular basis across the country.

Education Minister Zevulun 
Hammer praised the effort, telling 
the pupils yesterday that “We 
have to do everything we can to 
avoid anything like the Rabin 
assassination happening again. 
And die most important thing we 
can do is to talk.” 

He said that religious and secu- 
lar “do not have to agree on 
everything, but they do have to 
learn to live here together peace- 
fully, even without agreement” 

Later yesterday evening, the 
tent was transformed into a center 
for the general public to come and 
engage in dialogue to promote 
understanding.

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Algerian gov’t behind ’95 Paris bombs, paper 


LONDON (Reuters) — A former Algerian 
secret agent claimed in a British newspaper 
report yesterday that Algeria has regularly 
committed atrocities in which foreigners 
li3YC been killed, including bomb attacks in 
Paris in 1995. 

The man, now seeking political asylum 
in Britain, also told the Observer Oat 
Algeria is hiding material for Iraq’s nuclear; 
chemical, and biological warfare program. 

The former agent, named only as Yussuf, 
sard the Paris bombs, which killed eight 
people and were blamed on Moslem fanat- 
ics at the time, were in fact {darned by the 
Algerian secret service. 

The former agent, named only as Yussuf, 


also said seven Italian seamm had their 
throats slit in July 1994, when their gup 
was in the pert of Jenjes east of Algiers, as 
a deliberate act of state pobey. 

The attack, again blamed on Moslem 
fhndamentalists, took place cn fee eve of a 
meeting of the <37 group of majer industri- 
alized nations in Italy.

Evangelist Pat Robertson: 
Islam ‘religion of slavers’

WASHINGTON (The 

Washington Post) - Moslem 
leaden demanded an apology 
Friday from Christian evangelist 
Pat Robertson for saying on his 
television program that convert- 
ing to Islam “is nothing short of 
insanity” because it means 
embracing “the religion of the 
slavers" who sold Africans into 
servitude. 

The comments were made 
October 27 on Robertson’s 700 
Club , which airs on his Virginia 
Beach, Virgina-based Christian 
Broadcasting Network. 

“Mr. Robertson’s hate-filled 
remarks fit a pattern of demo- 
nization of Islam and Moslems 
we see growing in strength in 
this country," Nihad Awad, exec- 
utive director of the Council on 
American-Islamic Relations 
(CAIR), said at a news confer- 
ence: He said Robertson had 
“insulted" US Moslems and had 
previously expressed anti- 
Moslem prejudice. 


Robertson's remarks, according 
to a transcript provided by CAIR, 
were made following a report 
about the persecution of 
Christians in some Middle East 
countries. 

To see Americans become fol- 
lowers of, quote, Islam, is-notiung 
short of insanity,” the group quot- 
ed Robertson as saying. The 
Islamic people, the Arabs, were 
the rates who captured Africans, 
put them in slavety, and sent them 
to America as slaves. Why would 
people in America want to 
embrace the religion of the 
slavers?” 

Patty Silverman, spokes- 
woman for Robertson, said in a 
statement that his words “were 
taken out of context and unfair- 
ly misrepresented his views. His 
comments were in reference to a 
story we did on a Moslem fac- 
tion group and their actions in 
the Middle East, not the entire 
Moslem population." 

Robertson, chairman of the 
Christian Coalition, “has great 
love for die Arab people" and 


‘lias always spoken out in support 
of religious freedom" for all 
faiths, Silverman said. 

At die news conference, the 
Rev. Clark Lobenstine, executive 
director of the Interfaith 
Conference of Metropolitan 
Washington, singled out 
Robertson's reference to Moslem 
slave traders. 

He said, “Virtually all slave 
holders in this country were 
Christians.” 

Awad also claimed that in a July 
1994 700 Club program 

Robertson said. There is tremen- 
dous fatalism in Islam __ . You’ve 
got flies in your face, it’s the will 
of Allah. A child is hungry, it’s the 
will of Allah.” 

Silverman declined to discuss 
any earlier remarks made by 
Robertson. 

American Muslim Council 
media coordinator Fahhim 
Abdulhadi demanded an apology. 

“As a convert myself," he said, 
“I would like to quickly say that 
the last time I checked, I was not 
insane.”

have been found embedded in 
concrete-filled barrels beside a 
highway, the Attorney-General ’s 
Office said Thursday. 

Authorities said they suspect 
that another mangled but uniden- 
tified body - found last Monday 
in a matching barrel of concrete - 
may be that of another doctor 
who assisted in the surgery. 

The killings - among the most 
grisly in recent annals of 
Mexican mayhem - were 
reminders of the savagery of 
Mexico's all-out drug wars, 
which US and Mexican law 
enforcement officials say now 
rival the ferocity generated by 
Colombian drug cartels and US 
and Italian mafias of earlier 
eras. 

The surgery - fecial recon- 
struction and liposuction con- 
ducted on July 4 - led to the 
death of Amado Carrillo Fuentes, 
head of a notorious drug traffick- 
ing network based in fee city of 
Ciudad Juarez, just across the 
border from El Paso, Texas. 
Since Carrillo’s death, his syndi- 
cate’s territory has been swept by 
a torrent of violence, including 
dozens of revenge killings, as 
lower-level chieftains settle 
accounts. 

The bodies found last Monday 
- bound, gagged, and encased in 
66-gallon oil drums - showed 
signs of torture, according to the 
Guerrero State Attorney- 
General's Office. Officials there 
said the victims' fingernails had 
been ripped out and that their 
bodies were covered with bum 
marks. Two had been strangled 
wife cables that were still 
wrapped around their necks, 
while the third bad been shot, 
they said. 

Mariano Henan Salvatti said 


thai the discovery of the bodies - 
only five days after he said his 
agency had issued arrest war- 
rants for the doctors - means that 
his agency is closing its investi- 
gation into Carrillo’s death. 

Sweating profusely and cutting 
off aggressive questions from 
reporters, Herron provided no 
evidence to support his assertion 
that the physicians intended to 
kill fee drug lord, nor could he 
explain why the arrest warrants 
were issued two weeks after fee 
men were reported missing by 
their families. 

Although details of fee killings 
and photographs of the victims 
were particularly gruesome, fee 
discovery of fee bodies in their 
concrete tombs came as no sur- 
prise to most Mexicans.

Mexican authorities had said ini- 
tially feat all of fee doctors 
involved in Carrillo’s surgery had 
gone into hiding, wife the excep- 
tion of one who some officials 
said was in police custody. But the 
family of Jaime Godoy Singh, 37 
- identified at the time of 
Carrillo’s death as rate of the doc- 
tors involved in the surgery - said 
that Godoy had remained in 
Mexico City, where he was a 
prominent ear, nose, and throat 
specialist 


It was not until October 17, the 
family said - more than three 
months after Carrillo’s death - 
that Godoy actually disappeared 
and drey reported him missing, 
along with two of his associates. 
On Tuesday, Godoy ’s father 
heard radio reports that fee three 
bodies had been found in 
cement-filled drums beside a 
highway in Guerrero State 
between Mexico City and 
Acapulco, and he telephoned 
police, expressing suspicion that 
one of fee bodies might be that of 
his missing son. 

The father and a brother of the 
missing physician arrived 
Wednesday morning . at fee 
morgue in fguala, about 70 miles 
soufe of Mexico City, where 
police banded them photos of 
the mutilated bodies. The father 
immediately became ill and was 
taken to a hospital, but the 
brother identified one body as 
that of his brother based on a 
dental prosthesis he knew 
Godoy wore. 

He also reportedly identified 
one of the other bodies as 
Ricardo Reyes Rincon, a 
Colombian doctor who was pur- 
ported to have taken part in 
Carrillo’s surgery.

The Wales of ‘August’

A ctor Anthony Hopkins 
makes his directing debut 
with August , yet another 
reworking of Anton Chekhov’s 
Uncle Vanya. This time the sleepy 
proceedings have teen transplanted 
tathe greenish-gold countryside of 
late 19fe-cenmiy North Wales at die 
end of snmxner, and the story 
opened out by screenwriter Julian 
Mitchell to show us lift beyond the 
genteel teatimes of the estate over- 
seen by leuan (Hopkins) and his 
plain niece Sian (Rhlan Morgan). 

Poor men with soft caps and 
sooty feces labor in a quarry just 


over fee hill, and in an early scene 
one of these miners is mortally 
wounded in a blast. Dr. Lloyd 
(Gawn Grainger), the local physi- 
cian, has come to fee estate to 
attend to the gout of Blafewaite 
(Leslie Phillips), a sniffy old 
English professor and leuan ’s for- 
mer brother-in-law who has recent- 
ly arrived on the scene wife his ele- 
gant young second wife, Helen 
(Kate Burton). But as soon as he 
hears word of the accident, the doc- 
tor rushes away to care for the 
dying man. 

The idea, it would seem, is to give 
Grekhov’s ur-Russian tale of fee 
waning of the strength of the landed 
gentry a certain Celtic class-con- 
sciousness . And while one under- 
stands fee filmmakers’ desire to 
locate fee tale more precisely in 
Wes, the intrusion of this bloody 
accident feels crude and immediate- 
ly throws fee delicate rhythms of 
fee drama off balance. Aside from 
the feet feat Hopkins and Mitchell 
are both Welsh and that most of fee 
cast and crew have some connec- 
tion to the place (fee talented 
Morgan is a Welsh- language TV 


star and Burton is fee Swiss-bora, 
American daughter of actor and 
Welshman Richard Burton), the 
film's location adds little to our 
sense of fee characters or their 
actions. 

The urge to translate Vanya to 
some other setting and social con- 
text is, of course, nothing new. The 
play has been recast numerous 
times and wife extremely varied 
results: the last few years alone 
have brought both Michael 
Biakemore’s dreadful Australian 
slapstick version. Country life , and 
Louis Malle’s sublimely unadorned 
Vanya on 42nd Street, set in fee 
shabby brown glow of a Tunes 
Square theater dated for demoli- 
tion. Ostensibly a filmed, plain- 
clothes rehearsal of Andre 
Gregory’s stage production. Malle’s 
Vanya evolves not just as a fine ren- 
dition of fee Chekhov play but also 
as a complex and subtly woven 
meditation on acting, provincial- 
ism, urbanity, moribund! ty and nos- 
talgia for the “old ways” - whether 
of the Russian aristocracy or of 
Broadway in its heyday. (By far the 
best of all these versions, Vanya on

He once dreamed of going to 
New York, “but in New York you 
have to be ready to play anything, 
and I didn't want to do feat. 


Besides, the New Yorkers all want 
to come to New Orleans because 
you can play here every day of the 
week and at all hours of the day .” 

This musician has been almost 
everywhere else in the last two 
years, but according to singer Miles 
Griffith’s packed calendar, he hasn’t 
sung in New Orleans. The 28-year- 
old, like Lonzo, is making his fust 
visit to Israel where he'll reunite 
wife saxophonist Walter Blanfeng, 
the artistic director of the New York 
jazz series that has dipped into the 
vacated jazz slot at TAMA. 

Both New Yorkers, they went to 
the prestigious High School of the 
Performing Arts of Fame fame. But 
whereas Blanding. married to an 
Israeli, is based here, Griffith still 
lives in fee Brooklyn home where 
he grew up wife four brothers and 
two sisters. “All the family’s in 
music,” he adds.

The Huberman Quartet is fee 
brainchild of Beni Galed director 
of both the Jerusalem Music Center 
and fee America-Israel Cultural 
Foundation. And Plesser, who is the 
first of fee four to reach Israel in 
preparation for the debut, admits 
that "without Galed’s backing, Ihis 
wouldn’t have been possible at all. 
Galed really believes in us and 
gives us everything we need At the 
moment, when we have no real 
financial backing, it would have 
teen impossible without the help of 
the Jerusalem Music Center which. 


in any case, is where we all started." 
All four were members of fee JMC 
young musicians project and 
received A1CF scholarships for 
many years. 

There was a time when there were 
numerous first-rate chamber music 
ensembles in Israel which played 
regularly at home and abroad, fee 
Tel Aviv Quartet and the Yuval Trio 
leading the pack. But within the 
past derade, chamber music ensem- 
bles have almost ceased to exist in 
Israel. There is a lot of chamber 
music in fee land, but no real 
ensembles feat play together as a 
group for an extended consecutive 
period of time. 

The Huberman Quartet might 
veiy well be the solution to this 
rather sad situation. Plesser says 
that “for many years I was looking 
for musicians wife whom to form a 
quartet Eventually, with Galed's 
initiative, we managed to get 
extremely talented chamber musi- 
cians and work together to prepare 
chit basic repertoire,” says Plesser. 

Over fee past year, this vivacious 


foursome met once a month for a 
week of intensive rehearsals. Some 
sessions took place in Israel, others 
in diverse places such as Germany. 
New York, Miami or Montreal. 
“These were very intensive weeks. 
We would rehearse eight to 10 
hours a day and more, if needed.” 

Is this the beginning of a long- 
term relationship? “1 hope so,” says 
Plesser . “I don't see why not At the 
moment, we do not yet have many 
other concern planned except for a 
series at the Louvre in Paris next fell 
But it is coming. And don't forget 
that we all wait to do other tilings as 
well and not just play quartets.” 

Why didn’t fee foursome include 
an Israeli work in their premiere 
concert? “We thought about it, but 
people must realize feat this is our 
first concert,” says Plesser. “We 
will play many more conceits in 
fee future, and we will play and 
commission many Israeli works. At 
the moment, though, we thought 
that for our debut concert we 
should play the music we feel most 
comfortable with and fee music we 


feel we play test* 

How will Plesser judge the suc- 
cess of the Huberman Quartet? 
“•First and foremost by the quality 
of our music making. But to make 
this quartet a successful venture, we 
need to perform and record a lot I 
hope it happens. AD of us believe in 
fee project. We all want ii veiy 
much, and we all crave success.” 

The Huberman Quartet might 
indeed prove a most exciting local 
and, eventually, international music 
enterprise. Time will tell if their 
musicianship is on a par with the 
great quartets such as tile Tokyo, 
fee Bartok, and the Emerson, as 
well as wife the great expectations 
they have set for themselves. The 
potential is there; fee rest is up to 
feem. 

The Huberman Quartet makes Us 
debut performances next Sunday at 
the Tel Aviv Performing Ans Center 
and the following day at the 
Jerusalem Music Center, playing 
quartets by Bartok, Schumann and 
Haydn.

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After the rally 


T he massively attended rally in Tel Aviv's 
Kikar Rabin, two years after Yitzhak Rabin 
was murdered there following a similar 
rally at the same spot, was portrayed by the orga- 
nizers as apolitical. Partisan posters were kept to 
a minimum and most of tbe speakers did not 
mention the current prime minister. Most pun- 
dits, however, correctly regarded the rally as bla- 
tantly political - in effect, the largest and -gov- 
ernment rally ever staged in Israel’s history. . 

In fact, the rally was so big precisely because 
it addressed both agendas. Neither the cause of 
memorializing Rabin alone, nor protesting 
against the government alone, would have 
drawn such a crowd. Tbe combination struck a 
powerful chord, touching many people who felt 
the need to mourn, remember, and protest 
The ambivalence and tension between the 
rally's two messages were most clearly evident 
when the only member of the government. 
Industry and Trade Minister N atan Sharansky, 
rose to speak. Invited to the rally at the last 
minute by the Rabin family, Sharansky was 
greeted with boos by some of the crowd, but was 
not detened. The former Soviet dissident spoke 
of how he went into a Soviet prison with images 
of two Israeli heroes on his mind; then prime 
minister Yitzhak Rabin, who sent Israeli com- 
mandos to Entebbe to rescue Israeli hostages in 
1976; and Yonatan Netanyahu, the young officer 
who died leading the successful mission. 

“With these images [of the Entebbe mission] l 
went to prison, knowing that one day Israel and 
tbe Jewish people would win my freedom,” 
Sharansky told the crowd. “All the years in 
prison, I felt that we were one people with 
shared dreams. But how to attain them - the 
answer to that divided us. The terrible day of 
Rabin’s murder tore all of us apart ... but the 
[sense of national mourning] has been broken 
by political one-upmanship - this should not 
have happened. I know that many in Israel who : 
mourn did not come today because they did not 
feel welcome and that is not right, it cannot be* 
I call upon all of us: next year, Israel’s jubilee 
year, on this day, that we remember Rabin 
together in one great rally and stand together 
and mourn together.” 

To this, the crowd responded with strong 
applause, most no doubt dreaming that by next 
year the Netanyahu government would be gone. 
Today, many seem to assume that any sort of 


national reconciliation is impossible with the 
current government in power. This sense of 
hopeless division, ironically, was also palpable 
before the last election and ultimately emerged 
as a major factor in Netanyahu's victory. In this 
regard, it is instructive to remember 
Netanyahu's first pledge as prime minister-elect 
in his victory speech, just a year and a half ago: 
“I see my first task as prime minister to mend 
the rifts, to reduce the tensions, and to strength- 
en the unity and the sense of partnership, that is 
the basis of our existence. And I want to tell 
you: the first peace is peace at home.” 

At that time it seemed, as Netanyahu claimed, 
that a government of the Right bad the best 
chance of pursuing peace without splitting the 
nation apart in the process. The cliche that only 
the Right could make peace - or in an American 
metaphor Netanyahu has used, “only Nixon 
could go to China” - gained considerable plau- 
sibility. And judging from the lopsided 81-17 
Knesset vote in favor of the Hebron Accord 
such a model indeed could work. Since then, the 
rhetorical bones Netanyahu has periodically 
thrown to his right have been enough to allow 
the Palestinians to reject every Israeli attempt to 
continue the process, while shedding the blame 
for stalemate on Israel's doorstep. 

It seems that what the model did not take into 
account is that a government of the Right can- 
not “get away with” policies that might have 
squeaked by under the previous government - 
such as building a new neighborhood on 
Jerusalem's Har Horaa - without the peace 
process grinding to a halt 

The opposition knows frill well that the Har 
Homa project was bora under Labor govern- 
ments and had been approved by Rabin himself, 
and that under Netanyahu the settlement enter- 
prise has not grown more than under Rabin. 
Saying so would help the peace process by dis- 
suading the Palestinians from demanding unre- 
alistic .-concessions from Israel's unfortunately, 
the opposition would rather woiind Netanyahu. 

The question now is how Netanyahu can 
extract himself from a downward spiral in 
which the government increasingly looks as if a 
small push could send it tottering off to new 
elections - and the opposition, the Palestinians, 
and even perhaps the United States are willing 
to let the peace process stall at Netanyahu’s 
expense.

BETTER POLICE 


Sir, - Kudos to Uriel Lynn for 
his insightful article “For a better 
police force" (October 30). As an 
ex-police officer in California, I 
agree with Lynn when he says 
“this vital organization has a seri- 
ous problem in its ability to free 
itself from its own traditional way 
of operating." 

Being an ex-paratrooper, as 
many of our top police officers 
are, may be an asset or it may not, 
depending on the individual's psy- 
chological profile. From past 
experience, I know some ex-ser- 


vicemen should not be allowed to 
carry firearms. 

Are Israeli police officers put 
through a six-month police academy 
to learn the basic fundamentals of 
police work? By that I mean not only 
learning the laws on the book, but 
more importantly, how to deal with 
the public. I have seen police officers 
here in shouting matches with traffic 
offenders after issuing them a certifi- 
cate. This is unacceptable. The 
police officer should always be in 
control of himself and the situation 
when he is enforcing the law. 


The best way to fight crime is high 
visibility of police officers on the 
streets, on foot and in cars. Tae prac- 
tice of police vehicles driving 
around with blue lights flashing day 
and night is incomprehensible to me. 

The job of the police is to serve 
and protect, not to tell lawbreakers 
you are coming.

FROM OUR ARCHIVES 


60 years ago: On November 
10, 1937, The Palestine Post 
reported that five young Jews, all 
recent immigrants and members 
of Gordonia: Yitzhak Migdal, 
Moshe Baumgarten, Joshua 
Puchowsky, Arieh Mordecovitch, 
and Aaron Olechovsky, were 
murdered at Baznal Ursta Hill in 
the Judean Mountains, near 
Kiryat Ana vim [the site of 
today's Kibbutz Ma'aleh 
Hah ami sb a, “The Hill of the 
Five"]. Each body had been hit 
several times by bullets. 

A resolution demanding the 
strengthening of the forces of 
security by the formation of 
Jewish defence units was unani- 
mously adopted at the 36th 
Council of the Jewish Labor 
Federation after the news of tbe 
murder had been announced. 
Dogs picked up a trail which led 
from the scene of tbe murder to 
Yalu village where a number of 
arrests were made. The victims 
were later buried at Kiryat 
Anavim. 

50 years ago: On November 


10, 1947, The Palestine Post 
reported from Lake Success that 
the problem whether Jerusalem 
should be divided was the subject 
of debate by the Partition Sub- 
Committee of the Ad-Hoc 
Committee on Palestine. Debate 
on other boundaries between the 
Jewish and Arab States was 
adjourned to enable the delegates 
to study the British comments 
which were submitted only a day 
earlier. 

A two-thirds majority for the 
Palestine Partition plan depended 
.on the outcome of the current 
negotiations with Great Britain, 
said Gershon Agronsky (Agron) 
the founder and editor of The 
Palestine Post, at a meeting of 
the Jerusalem Journalists' 
.Association. He had returned 
from Lake Success the previous 
week. Paying tribute to die 
Jewish Agency, headed by Moshe 
Shertok (Sharett), Agronsky said 
they had presented the Jewish 
case with skill knowledge and 
devotion. No questions had been 
left unanswered. 


25 years ago : On November 
10, 1972, The Jerusalem Post 
reported that an Israeli soldier, 
CpJ. Karl Hirsch, 24, was killed 
in a flareup along the Syrian bor- 
der. Two Syrian MiG-21 jets 
were downed in a dog fight that 
followed a strike at the Syrian 
frontier posts. 

The Labor Party Secretariat 
witnessed a confrontation , 
between the two concepts pre- , 
vailing in the Cabinet on the ' 
future map of Israel. Finance 
Minister Pinhas Sapir was ranged ! 
against Transport Minister j 
Shimon Peres with Deputy i 
Premier YigaJ AJlon somewhere 
in between.

T he mass demonstration on 
Saturday night in Tel Aviv's 
Kikar Rabin on the occasion 
of the second anniversary of prime 
minister Yitzhak Rabin's assassi- 
nation was undeniably an impres- 
sive affair. Mobilizing and trans- 
porting over 200.000 demonstra- 
tors - reportedly the biggest demo 
this country has ever seen - was 
no small feat. 

Before we jump to conclusions 
about that organizational ability 
reflecting a sea-change in the pop- 
ular divisions in the country, how-

Rabin's murder. The politically 
partisan tone of the demonstration 
was highlighted by the catcalls 
which greeted Industry and Trade 
Minister Natan Sharansky, the 
only member of the Netanyahu 
government to attend, and Rabbi 
Yoel Bin-Nun, one of the few 
national religious settlers who had 
courageously called for soul- 
searching in his camp after the 
assassination and was subsequent- 
ly ostracized for his efforts. 

Such attacks rarely, if ever, win 
political wars. The effect they do 
have is to invite counterattacks 
that are just as - and even more - 
heinous, on the part of those being 
besmirched. This is exactly what 
has now happened in the case of 
the preposterous charges being 
launched from the Right of a plot 
that had ostensibly been hatched in 
the General Security Service 
which led to Rabin's assassination. 
And this from right-wing parties 
which have always held the securi- 
ty services and the IDF sacrosanct. 
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ever, we should remember that 
Bibi Netanyahu and the minions 
of the religious Right out-mobi- 
lized Labor in getting out the vote 
in the 1996 elections. 

What impressed me most about 
Saturday night's demonstration 
was the schizophrenia of its orga- 
nizers and key speakers. According 
to reports, it was Labor chairman 
Ehud Barak who insisted on 
changing the demonstration's orig- 
inal motto from “We won’t forget; 
we won’t forgive" to “We won't 
forget; we’ll shout peace." Clearly 
a choice of a unifying over a divi- 
sive theme. But in his keynote 
speech, as in those of most of the 
other speakers, the divisive theme 
was the one emphasized. 

Many speakers chose to reiterate 
the canard that the entire political 
Right and the entire national reli- 
gious camp were responsible for

WE have always been an extreme- 
ly politicized society, but never 
before have we been in such great 
danger of descending into political 
chaos. The present dangerous 
internal divisions began 20 years 
ago, with the end of Labor’s previ- 
ous 29-year monopoly on power. 
In the last two decades the two 
main political camps have been so 
evenly matched that their leaders 
have been ready to go to any 
lengths to win that tiny electoral 
advantage that would guarantee 
their election, even if the victory 
was so narrow as to made it nearly 
impossible to govern effectively. 

Rabin was elected prime minister 
in 1992 by a fluke resulting from 
the fragmentation of the right-wing 
parties. Netanyahu was elected by 
a half-percent majority in May 
1996. Under the rules of the game, 
both were legitimately elected. 

After a "hesitant beginning, 
Rabin was eventually seduced into 
believing that he could get way 
out ahead of public opinion on the 
peace process. During the two 
years between the beginning of 


the Oslo process and his assassi- 
nation, monthly public opinion 
polls showed that about 70 percent 
of the public supported the 
process in- principle; but during 
the last year of his life t be political 
upstart and nobody, Netanyahu, 
was leading him in the polls. 

Rabin had clearly failed to per- 
suade a skeptical public that was 
ready to buy his thesis of Oslo as a 
calculated risk rather than a mes- 
sianic mission, that it was indeed 
working and that he was in control 
of events. Netanyahu is making a 
similar mistake, in interpreting his 
razor-thin victory at the polls as a 
mandate for scrapping Oslo alto- 
gether and identifying himself with 
the extreme Right and the looniest 
of the settlers and religious Right 

Tbe greatest challenge con- 
fronting anyone who would lead 
Israel in these trying times is to 
eschew either of the political 
extremes and to speak to - and lead 
- Israel's large middle. If Barak - 
who in Rabin's cabinet had the 


courage to vote against Oslo Two - 
merely intends to be a Peres clone, 
he will end up leading his party to 
another electoral defeaL The coun- 
try is crying out not only for peace, 
but for a political leader who can 
unite a very large part of the prag- 
matic middle around a hard-nosed, 
r ealis tically fine-tuned accommo- 
dation, with die. Palestinians and the 
Arab world. 

The same is true for seeking an 
accommodation between secular 
Israel and modem. Zionist, 
Orthodoxy, instead of with mili- 
tant haredim who reject all mean- 
ingful compromises..

Weakness invites aggression 


T he high casualty toll in south 
Lebanon this year has 
prompted a heated public 
debate over the need for the present 
IDF deployment inside the security 
zone. “The debate crosses political 
patties and revolves around the 
question whether Hizbullah will 
continue to harass Israeli targets on 
our side of the border after a unilat- 
eral withdrawal. Recently, 
Hizbullah helped clarify the situa- 
tion: It stated its fighters plan to 
oust the Jews from Palestine. 

Moreover, it is now clearer than 
ever that this Islamic radical organi- 
zation wants us to stay in south 
Lebanon, because the struggle 
against the “occupation of 
Lebanon" provides the organization 
with materia] resources, prestige 
and political weight in the Lebanese 
domestic arena. Syria also relishes 
our presence in south Lebanon. 
Assad wants the opportunity to 
bleed us in order to weaken our will 
to fight, as well as to make the evac- 
uation from south Lebanon, which 
is linked to a withdrawal from the 
Golan, more acceptable for Israelis. 

It is in our interest to minimize 
the scope of conflict with Arab 
actors and to limit their opportuni- 
ties to engage us militarily and 
extract a painful cost from us. 
Some of those opposing full with- 
drawal from the Golan in exchange 
for a peace treaty, are inclined to 
withdraw from Lebanon to remove 
a Syrian source of leverage in its 
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bargaining with Israel. 

They, and others, argue that 
fighting from behind our border, if 
provoked, makes the use of force 
politically more acceptable - 
although it is wrong to assume 
that international public opinion 
will be understanding towards 
Israeli military activity, particular- 
ly if perceived as disproportionate 
in relation to the challenge. 

Hie main question is, however, 
how to best defend Israeli villages 
and towns along the border. This is 
our vital interest - allowing our cit- 
izens to live as peacefully as possi- 
ble within Israel's undisputed bor- 
ders. This is the elementary duty of 
any state in the world. Therefore, 
the military struggle in the north is 
fully justified. Yet, pursuing justice 
is patently not enough; the struggle 
must be cost-effective. 

Some pundits tell us that we are 
doomed to lose in a guerrilla strug- 
gle. There are guerrilla straggles 
that have failed, however. We have 
been successful in the past in crush- 
ing Palestinian guerrilla activity in 
the West Bank and Gaza. 

It is obvious that the IDFs pre- 
sent deployment and the mode of 
actions is not optimal for fighting 
a guerrilla war. Can tanks be of 
much use in such a war besides 
constituting sitting ducks? The 
IDF has finally realized the short- 


comings of the present methods 
and is edging toward devising new 
ways of meeting the challenge. 
Sophisticated use of airpower in 
conjunction with the skills of spe- 
cially trained commando units 
could serve as an adequate tactical 
response. Allowing greater free- 
dom of action to the IDF in 
Lebanon is also desirable.

procrastinated even ^ hen Rabin 
offered him all of ’the Golan 
Heights because he faced an ane- 
mic Clinton-Christojpher duo. 

Israeli military actions always 
cany the danger of escalation. In 
the Syrian case, Assad is a very 
cautious leader. Moreover, in the 
present international constellation, 
Assad has more to fear in a mili- 
tary encounter witfr Israel than 
vice versa. 

In the Middle East, fighting for 
your interests is the sole way to 
prevent abuse from others. 
Weakness only invites aggression. 


BUT maybe we are concentrating 
our energies on the wrong war. 
Does the IDF have to engage a 
few hundred Hizbullah fighters in 
a guerrilla war? After all, in con- 
trast to most guerrilla campaigns, 
south Lebanon has a dear strate- 
gic address - Syria. Damascus 
airport serves as the link between 
Hizbullah and Iran, its backer. 
This is where military equipment 
designated for Hizbullah is 
unloaded and taken into Lebanon. 

Conveniently, Syria also controls 
Lebanon. Assad opposes the 
Iranian plan for a direct Teheran- 
Beirut flight precisely because he 
wants to continue being the final 
arbiter for what Hizbullah does and 
how it operates. Bleeding Israel, 
for Assad, has so far been a cost- 
free enterprise as Israel's desire to 
reach a peace treaty with Syria has 
led to unnecessary restraint. 

This reluctance to punish Assad 
for his mischief must end, because

Rampway to heaven 


H aving been in a wheelchair 
since I was 22, I have 
become a connoisseur of 
ramps. I have, my readers may haw 
noticed, opinions on everything. But 
this - access - 1 know. I know what 
works and I know what doesn’t 
I' know, for example, that retro- 
fitting to make a building wheelchair 
accessible is hard and often very 
expensive. In fact so expensive that 
no owner of, say, a modest second- 
story restaurant should have to bank- 
rupt himself building an elevator. 
The Americans With Disabilities 
Act has the good sense to require 
only “readily achievable" retrofits. It 
is unreasonable to ask that every 
establishment be accessible. Some 
places - why, some of my friends’ 
homes -are simply out of reach. It is 
a feet of life. 

Big deal. Some people have 
allergies to places and things, and 
they don’t make a federal case of 
it But then there are places that 
can be reasonably adapted and are 
not- The problem here is often not 
recalcitrance but a simple lack of 
imagination. There are two basic 
ways to stairlessly bridge an ele- 
vation; ramps and lifts. Lifts, 
which are becoming ubiquitous in 
theaters and other public places, 
are almost always the wrong 
choice. 

They are chosen because they 
are easy. You buy it off the rack 
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and call in a contractor. He bolts it 
into place, gives you the key and 
there you are. For the user, how- 
ever, lifts are a horror. 

One of the newest movie the- 
aters in Washington, for example, 
needlessly bridges a five-step drop 
with one of these contraptions. (A 
ramp was easily doable.) You've 
seen them. They are essentially a 
cage, like the pen from which the 
bull is released at the rodeo. You 
go in one end, they slam the door 
behind you, send you on your 
agonizingly slow and loud ascent 
(the machine runs on a massive 
metal screw) and. when the specta- 
cle is over — and a spectacle it is - 
you are released out the other end. 

What’s wrong with this picture? 
First, the indignity. The most 
embarrassing visual of Bill 
Clinton's entire presidency was the 
picture of him in Helsinki being 
lowered from his plane in a JFmnair 
food cart (His knee injury had 
landed him in a wheelchair.) There 
is nothing more mortifying than 
being hauled around like freight 

Second, lifts are almost always 
unnecessary. Nearly every archi- 
tectural space that is bridged by a 
lift can be bridged by a ramp. 
(And Clinton should have been 
given a jetway.) No need to find 


the usher with the keys. No physi- 
cal confinement. No inter- 
minable ride. No excruciating 
noise. Just silence and freedom. 

There is a right way to design 
access for wheelchairs. It involves 
the imaginative use of ramps. And 
if you warn to see such imagina- 
tion on display, visit the brilliantly 
renovated Concert Hall at the 
Kennedy Center. 

The Concert Hall was redesigned 
for two reasons: to improve the 
acoustics and to improve the 
access. My ear For music is 
untrained, but my eye for accessi- 
ble design is well-honed. I know 
elegance and subtlety when I see it. 
and I saw it at the Concert Hall. 

Every possible elevation - to 
orchestra, boxes, even the stage - 
is ramped, but given that the 
Concert Hall floor is one big 
inclined plane anyway, the effect 
appears perfectly natuial. So nat- 
ural, in met, that on opening night, 
the ramps were as crowded with 
able-bodied patrons as were the 
stairs. (Full disclosure: 1 was 
asked to consult, with the design- 
ers at an early stage in the renova- 
tion, but my contribution, apart 
from suggesting what might and 
might not work, was minuscule.) 
Subtlety is a function not of 


money but of thought. You've 
seen those spaces in movie the- 
aters where a seat ontwo has been 
tom out to moke -jrpom for a 
wheelchair. The inteiiQon is good, 
but these spaces are perfeedy use- 
less. Most wheelchairs won't fit, 
eve . n if after endlhss maneu- 
vering it finally does, you find 
yourself blocking the view of a 
half-dozen people behind you. 

What did the Kennedy Center 
do? It removed a fall row of 
orchestra seats and- replaced 
them with identical-looking but 
movable chairs. Brilliant: ser- 
viceable for as many disabled 
and non-disabled as necessary. 
And - my favorite touch - the 
noor is ever so slightly 
depressed, so tbe folks sitting 
behind you don’t - spend the 
evening gazing at the; back of a 
head with an oboe coming out 
one ear. For the disabled, the new 
Concert Hall is a marvel: You go 
in on your own, you go out on 
your own: no one to ask, no one 
to thank, nothing to-do but, like 
everyone else, enjoy. For those in 
wheelchairs, having, -an every- 
one-cJse experience .. in a public 
building is a rare thing indeed. 
Tne Kennedy Center has created 
the model for how.’ to make it 
happen.

AYOR PAT McCRORY of 

m Charlotte, N.G, a Republican, 
is so revered that several big- 
name Democrats refused to 
take him on this year. That left him two 
walk-on opponents: a disciple of Lyooon 
LaRouche and a convicted bank robber 
given to sporting a pith helmet and a pair 
of bayonette sheaths. The Mayor practi- 
cally walked to re-election Tuesday. 

In Sl Paul, where the Deraocrat-Fann- 
er-Labor Party has long dominated. May- 
or Norm Coleman switched to the Repub- 
lican Party before this year’s election. On 
Tuesday, despite his defection, Mayor 
Coleman won re-election easily. The next 
day, a draft committee announced that it 
would press the Mayor to run for Gover- 
nor next year. 

And in New York, Mayor Rudolph W. 
Giuliani has become so politically un- 
touchable that on election night he was 
surrounded by more Democrats than his 
fellow Republicans. That did not stop the 
Republican Party in Iowa from inviting 
him the next day to travel to the state to 
show his stuff for the Presidential compe- 
tition in 2000. (He declined.) 

In an era when elected officials are 
hardly beloved, occupants of this coun- 
try’s city halls are the closest things to 
model politicians. As parties become less 
important and as Republicans and Demo- 
crats search for ways to set themselves 
apart, mayors are setting the course for 

post-ideological, pragmatic politics. 

Last week's elections underscored the 
trend: No sitting mayor of a large city 
was turned out Most won in landslides. 


Beyond their popularity, what is strik- 
ing about these mayors is that they repre- 
sent different parties, come from differ- 
ent regions and preside over cities with 
different problems — yet they are re- 
markably similar: in a highly partisan 

era, none Is especially partisan, and some 

are disliked by their own party establish- 
ments — which could be hazardous to 
bigger political ambitions. 

“You probably wouldn’t be able to dis- 
tinguish who's a Democrat and who’s a 
Republican — we’re all managing in very 
much die same way,” said Mayor Tom 
Murphy of Pittsburgh, who was re-elect- 
ed Tuesday with 77 percent of the vote.

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Money Buys a Lot More Than Access

Since Senator Fred Thompson pulled the plug on 
his committee's campaign-finance hearings, lawmak- 
ers have retreated comfortably to an old certainty: 
However obvious it may be that big donors buy access 
to power — over coffee at die White House, say — the 
purchase of favors is almost impossible to prove. ^ 

But if few tears were shed on either side of fee' 
aisle when Senator Thompson called off the hearings a 
little more than a week ago, it may have been precisely 
because they had turned up tantalizing evidence that V. 
money bought far more than face time with influential 
politicians, many of them cm Capitol H3L 

“People have come to understand, and the hear- 
ings did emphasize, that money can buy access, but the 
transaction doesn’t stop there,” said Elizabeth Drew, 
author of “Whatever It Takes" (Viking Penguin, 1997), 
about the role of money in the 1996 elections. 

“Access can lead to influence, which can lead to a 
policy result," Ms. Drew added. “This can be an 
amendment that is pushed, a regulatory ruling, a 
contract, or special attention from a Cabinet officer. 
Virtually all of this the public doesn’t see and, frankly, 
unless someone is very indiscreet, it’s hard to prove. 
People will say, of course, that they made the decision 
on the merits.” 

It seems almost comically obvious to most people 
that political contributions buy access. So does the fact

that it sometimes buys far more. But the contention 
that contributions don’t influence policy is an article of 
faith in official Washington, so evidence of favors 
traded for cash jolts the local conventional wisdom. 

One case study unfolded on the final day of the 
hearings held by the Senate governmental affairs 
committee, which was investigating campaign finance 
abuses in the 1996 elections. 

Interior Secretary Bruce Babbitt, the witness, was 
asked to explain this glaring scenario: A group of 
Indian tribes trying to kill a rival group’s casino 
project hired a Democratic lobbyist, who approached 
President Clinton about the matter. The group also 
gave the Democratic Parly $270,000. A White House 
aide contacted the Interior Department about the 
casino proposal. According to die testimony of an 
Arizona lawyer who rep resented the casino's backers, 
. Mr. Babbitt said in a meeting with him that the White 
House was pressuring him to make a decision. Mr. 
Babbitt also remarked upon the tribes’ large dona- 
tions, die lawyer said. That day, the Interior Depart- 
ment rejected the casino project, even though it had 
been approved by the department’s regional office. 

Mr. Babbitt told the committee he had not been 
pressured by the White House or influenced by cam- 
paign contributions. Senator Thompson and other Re- 
publicans on the panel called the case the clearest 
example it had heard of donations influencing policy. 
The truth of the matter was left blurred in a partisan 
standoff. 

Some other cases looked at by the Thompson panel 
and other congressional investigators told similar 
stories: 

• Molten Metal Technology Ino, a Massachusetts 
enviroam«ital-technology company, won $32 million in 
Federal grants while urging its executives to contrib- 
ute and raise $132,000 for the Democrats and President 
Clinton’s re-election effort The company retained as 
its lobbyist a former top aide to Vice President A1 
Gore, who made an Earth Day speech at the compa- 
ny's headquarters. The lobbyist was also a top fund- 
raiser for the Clinton-Gore campaign. 

• Two Boston businessmen, Fred Seigel and Alan 
Leventhal, attended coffees with President Clinton at 
the same time they were negotiating with the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development for a role in 
a program to make federally assisted housing more 
energy efficient HUD officials canceled the new loan 
program after The Wall Street Journal reported that 
the two men were major Democratic National Com- 
mittee fund-raisers and benefited from the program. 

■ Amway Corporation, which over the last four 
years has given $3.9 million to the Republican National 
Committee, won a lucrative measure to ease interna- 



tional tax rules on its Asian affiliates in the sweeping 
tax bill passed by Congress lasn summer. The measure 
was championed by the Republican congressional 
leadership. Democrats an the ptompson committee 
bad considered calling Am way’s chairman to testify, 
but dropped the plan. \ 

In each of these cases, the companies and donors 
involved have said their contributions were not tied to 
winning specific favors from the government Molten 
Metal’s top executives, for example, pointed out that 
their contracts began during the Bash Administration 
and argued that the Energy Department supported 
their technology on its own merits. \ 

Bribery, Perhaps Y 

And in political life it is almost impossible to 
disprove such explanations, let alone toyhow a quid pro 
quo. When the evidence is sufficient, ©f course, both 
contributor and recipient can be prosecuted for bribery, 
but the Justice Department hasn't biPught such a 
charge involving campaign contributionslsince 1969. 

In fact, about the only way to prove a quid pro quo 
is to have either the donor or the recipient confess. This 
almost happened in the case of former Senator Robert 
Packwood, who was forced to resign amid- allegations of 
sexual harassment Before his departure. Senator 
Packwood fought hard and lost a battle withithe Senate 


ethics committee to preserve the confidentiality of a 
diary he kept 

Among other things, the diary revealed that Sena- 
tor Packwood had helped win a tax benefit for a lobbyist 
for Shell Oil Company While the lobbyist was raising 
funds for his campaign. Mr. Packwood’s candor about 
the relationship between the donations and his actions 
shocked Washington, though mostly because it seemed 
so foolhardy to immortalize them in writing. (Mr. 
Packwood is now a lobbyist himself). 

A few donors have been forthcoming enough. Roger 
Tarnraz, (he oilman, told the Thompson panel about 
giving $300,000 to the Democratic Party to gain access 
to the White House in order to push for financing for an 
international pipeline project in which he was an invest- 
or. Still, Mr. Tamraz did not win any Government 
backing, although he got meetings with officials at the 
National Security Council and the Energy Department, 
as well as help from the former chairman of the DJSI.C. 

Sometimes a donor gets, in return for his efforts, a 
slap In the face. Mansoor Ijaz, a New York business- 
man, raised more than $500,000 for the Democratic 
cause and met with senior officials in the White House, 
the State Department and Congress to push for normal- 
izing ties with Sudan, where Mr. Ijaz has business 
interests. Last week, the State Department announced 
stiffer sanctions against Sudan for sponsoring interna- 
tional terrorism.

been seen by some in his party as championing an 
ethnic backlash. And Mayor Michael R. White of 
Cleveland, in an un-De m ocrat-Uke move, took on the 
teachers union and ridiculed Cleveland’s teachers as 
“the inmates running the asylum" 

Few are polished politicians. And despite their 
success on Election Day, many are not greatly ad- 
mired personally. In Detroit, when people refer to “the 
Mayor,” usually they still mean the irascible Coleman 
Young, not Dennis Archer, who succeeded him and was 
reelected last week. Mayor Giuliani, according to 
polls, is more admired than he is liked. Mayor Daley is 
famously Inarticulate. Mayor Riordan, by political 
standards, is almost a recluse. 

Most of these mayors can point to a particular 
accomplishment in cities once deemed ungovernable. 
Mayor Giuliani touts the enormous decline in crime. 
Mayor Edward Rendell of Philadelphia took on his 
city’s powerful public employee unions. And Mayor 
Daley took control of his city’s schools. 

The Whitman Lesson 

A few years back, it was the governors — Christine 
Todd Whitman of New Jersey, John Engler of Michigan, 
To mm y Thompson of Wisconsin — who were the hot 
political properties, at least in the Republican Party. 
Three of the last four Presidents had been governors. 
Now, governors risk even being eclipsed by per-

haps less known politicians like Mayors Giuliani, Dalev, 
Riordan, White, Archer and Thomas M. Memno of 
Boston (who ran unopposed). Mrs. Whitman, a Republi- 
can, was almost toppled last week not just by a political 
unknown but by a mayor, James E. McGreevey on 
Woodbrldge, NJT. 

The mayors should be grateful for the timing of the 
stewardships: in most cities, crime has dropped and 
economies have revived. “Six to eight years a®), cities 
were in dire shape, mayors were highly unpopular and 
the attitude was, ‘We govern tough places, please feel 
sorry for us,' ’’ Mayor Stephen Goldsmith of Indianapo- 
lis said. “This new group of mayors has a pragmatism 
that supersedes political differences.” 

Gov. George V. Voinavich of Ohio, a Republican 
who was Mayor of Cleveland, said showy mayors of the 
past are, for fee most part, gone. “I used co kid feat in 
New York City, you had to be an entertainer to be a 
successful mayor,” he said. “But I think we reached a 
point in this country where people said, ‘I don't care how 
you lock, what your style is or how' cute you are: 


Doggone it! I want to feel safe on the street when go 
home at night.’ ” 

Indeed, the ascendancy of hands-on, nonpartisan 
mayors marks a pronounced shift in urban politics. For 
years, cities were the province of Democratic machines 
and mayors would not dare toy with unions or social 
welfare programs. 

Their managerial experience and ability to avoid 
partisanship may be an asset for Mayors who seek 
higher office. Yet the factors that make them so popular 
locally can be an obstacle for those with grander 
ambitions. Mayor Giuliani’s cachet with Democrats (45 
percent of Democrats who voted Tuesday supported the 
Mayor) would not serve him well, for example. In 
Republican Presidential primaries. 

“There’s a certain suspicion feat comes from other 
municipalities around the state,” said Mayor Archer of 
Detroit, who is mentioned as a candidate for Governor 
next year. “Sometimes .people have a sense feat a 
, mayor coming from a large urban area would only have

V Senator Dirk Kempthome of Idaho, a Republican 
who was Mayor of Boise, cited himself as evidence feat 
mere was hope for advancement When be contemplat- 
ed running for mayor, he said, “I was told by political 
experts it was a dead-end street.”

C ONGRESS is on the verge of replacing the 
much-maligned Susan B. Anthony (foliar,, but 
now the question is, with what?

Time's a- Wastin' 

The Treasury Department endorses the numismatic 
face lift and wants to get cracking. There is a 30-month 
supply of Anthony dollars left, coincidentally just the 
amount of time the Mint says it needs to redesign the $1 
coin, test new alloys and put the revamped dollar fate 
circulation. If Congress does not act in time, the nation’s 
coin law requires fee Mint to make a whole new batch of 
the unpopular Anthony dollars, a prospect no onereKsbes. 

The fight over coin politics has been going an for 
more than a decade.

Russia has become one of the world’s great drug 
bazaars. Cheap liquid heroin often costs little more than 
an ice cream sandwich. Children as young as 12 regular- 
ly experiment with a special cut-rate and low-quality 
brand of heroin called Cbomye, which means black, and 
originates mostly from the poorly guarded borders- of 
Pakistan, Afghanistan and other countries in Central 
Asia. 

The Russian Parliament has refused to see drug 
abuse as a social QL Hospitals are too overburdened to 
deal with the epidemic of addiction until it also involves 
an illness like AIDS or tuberculosis that is never far 
from ,Jhe .world of narcotics. _ ..

‘‘I inake it all*ifa my kitchen,” said Alyosha, a 17- 
year-old user and dealer. His product, as available at the 
market as bananas or eggplant, is a mixture of white 
and brown heroin. It is often heavily adulterated, then 
boiled and served in glasses like tea Depending on the 
quality, three doses cost less than $10. 

"It smells very bad when you cook it,” he said. "But 
not for long. We get used to it" 

Russia has no needle exchange programs or metha- 
done clinics (methadone is against the law). Fatalism, 
the grave national characteristic, tends to govern the 
activities of most drug addicts. 

Asked the routine questions — why? what about 
dirty needles and AIDS? — the surprisingly healthy- 
Iooking teen-ager shrugs. “It is not as if there is a job out 


there for me. Or a place in an mstitvte.” Pushed a bit, he 
says he doesn’t want to die, and lopes to move on to 
another phase of fife sometime son. 

But.it may be harder than he thinks. Alienation 
always looms as a danger to youtl; nowhere is that now 
more obvious than here. ' 

Addiction has become so conman that statistics are 
hard to believe. There are mere than-2 million drug 
addicts in Russia today, according to the Ministry of 
Interior, which polices drug ahise. The United Nations 
Drug Control Program says tie countries of the former 
Soviet Union, particularly Rissia, are on the verge of 
becoming -the biggest drug- consumers in the world. 
Many addicts are Jn their jsens, attracted by the. low 
prices and lenient laws. Andthe future in the work force 
could hardly seem less invting. 

‘Just Gets Worse' 

“We are up against ai immense problem and it just 
gets worse every year," jaid Vladimir Ivanov, who runs 
a Moscow-based foundatan devoted to protecting young 
people from drugs. "IgDirance is common, hopelessness 
is, too.” Mr, Ivanov and rthers point out that police punish 
drug users, who after turn to petty thievery and or 
prostitution, more ofte* than they do dealers. "The whole 
system is set up to entourage drug use,” he said. 

Drug-related crines have risen tenfold since 1986, 
and police, social Yorkers and health care workers 
openly concede that die problem is beyond their control. 


"It all washed in at once, from all over the world," 
said Aleksandr Sergeyev, the head of the Interior Minis- 
try's anti-drug department. "We can attempt to limit the 
flow and we can attempt to get some of the drug addicts 
off the streets. But -we only have so much money and so 
many men.” 

Private rehabilitation centers are rare, and the law 
forces addicts into special narcotics hospitals that do 
little to cure them. Few people have money for serious 
treatment. 

So enter a courtyard or a park in Moscow, St 
Petersburg or a dozen other cities and you are likely to be 
met by a seedy group of strung-out men in black leather. 
They don’t seem threatening, just lost They spend their 
lives in courtyards, kitchens and, occasionally, detention 
centers. In Kaliningrad, where drug addiction has fueled 
Russia’s biggest epidemic of AIDS by far, the best place 
to shop for drugs is at the university. No need to hide or 
wait until dark, either. 

“They all know," one student said recently, casting a 
grim glance at three policemen nearby. And then, saying 
something that used to be said in kitchens across the 
Soviet Union, he laughed: "What are they going to do? 
Arrest all of us? They'd have to start a new Gulag."

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The Jobless Are Snared 
In Europe’s 'Safety Net

FRANKFURT 

E VEN today, after years of rising unemployments 
it isn't bard to see why Germany once won' 
worldwide praise as a workers’ paradise. 

Full-time employees are entitled to six 
weeks of paid vacation. They get comprehensive health 
insurance, including, every four years, three weeks of 
“spa leave” for recuperation at health resorts, if a 
doctor prescribes it Unemployment and job-training 
benefits can easily last more than two years. Universi- 
ties are free and good. And as in most of Europe, tough 
laws make it almost impossible to fire people 

But you need a full-time job to enter paradise, and 
Europe is short about 18 million of them. Even though 
the continent appears poised for its first significant 
growth in years, unemployment remains more than 
twice as high as in the United States and no one expects 
it to decline much in 1998. European heads of state will 
meet for a summit conference on joblessness in Luxem- 
bourg this month, but few people expect any big results.

Sharing the Pain 


Europe’s problem transcends jobs. It is also about 
the distribution of pain and insecurity. Largely because 
its laws and union contracts have enshrined so many job 
guarantees, the European system protects those who 
have jobs at the expense of those who do not The burdens 
fall disproportionately on people who cannot find work, 
and those tend to be young high school or college gradu- 
ates or older workers who have been forced out of work 
through plant closings and aren't considered re-trainable. 

The insecurity shows up in many areas. In France, 
about two-thirds of all newly hired workers are on 
temporary contracts of less than one year. These limited- 
term jobs allow companies to provide benefits but escape 
•rules making it all but impossible to dismiss workers. In 
Germany, 5.5 million workers are in a special category of 
part-time jobs that pay no more than 610 marks a month 
— about $350 — in which neither the worker nor die 
employer has to pay for unemployment insurance, health 
insurance or retirement But the Government does. 

A wealth of evidence shows that part-time work falls 
to young people and women in particular. More than one- 
third of European workers under the age of 25 are in 
temporary jobs, while another one-third work without 
company benefits as “self -employed’' contractors. Part- 
timers account for 16.5 percent of workers across the 
European Union. Only one-third of the people -with full- 
time jobs are female 

By contrast, the United States Labor Department 
estimates that part-time work has been fairly constant.

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As if that were not enough, European governments 
are now under enormous pressure to cut social spending 
in order to bring their fiscal deficits down low enough to 
meet the guidelines for joining the new single European 
currency, the euro, in 1999. 

The strains are becoming particularly acute as 
European business comes under increasingly heavy 
pressure from global competition. Most economists now 
predict that Germany and France will enjoy economic 
growth of more than 2.5 percent next year. European 
economic growth might even surpass that of the United 
States. The jobless rate, however, will remain at roughly 
current levels for at least another year. 

The relentlessly bleak job picture was central to the 
election defeat of French conservatives and the victory of 
Socialists last June. Chancellor Helmut Kohl's political 
credibility in Germany has been severely damaged by 
his failure to make progress toward halving the unem- 
ployment rate by 2000, and he faces a tough re-election 
battle next year. 

For many workers, the short-term outlook is likely to 
worsen. European corporations have been consumed by 
merger mania and tough-minded restructuring. Margin- 
al businesses are being sold or shut down. Workers are 
being laid off or forced into early retirement The drum- 
beat of new announcements is almost daily. 

When two of Germany's biggest heavy-industry con- 
glomerates merged their steel mills early this year, they 
announced that 7,000 German workers would lose their 
jobs over the next few years. The companies, Thyssen 
AG. and the Krupp-Hoesch Group, liked the profits so 
much that they announced last week that they would 
merge all their other businesses and save an additional 
$250 million a year. 

in an ever blunter move two weeks ago, Asea Brown- 
Boveri, a giant Swedish-Swlss engineering company, said 
it would cut 10,000 workers, most of them in Europe, and 
plow the savings into Asia. And Roche Holding AG., the 
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Swiss pharmaceutical giant that is buying a German 
manufacturer of diagnostic kits for about $10 billion, 
announced that it would cut 5,000 people, or nearly 7 
percent of that company’s work force. 

Of course, this is Europe, and these workers aren't 
simply fired. Companies reduce their payroll mostly 
through attrition and early retirement. And in Germany, 
laid-off workers are entitled to as much as 70 percent of 
their salary for at least a year. Job-training money, for 
both the cost of education and the cost of living, can 
replace, much of a person’s earnings tor even longer. 


Full benefits in these 
workers’ paradises are for 
full-time employees only. 


In some quarters, there are signs of fatalism about 
the inevitability of higher unemployment. The French 
Government under Prime Minister Lionel Jospin, a So- 
cialist, is trying to conjure up new jobs by shortening the 
workweek — while not cutting pay. The theory is that 
companies will hire more people if each person works 
less. Germany's biggest union, which represents machin- 
ery and metal workers, is pushing a 32-hour week but 
proposing that pay be trimmed proportionately. 

Business executives, economists and even top offi- 
cials at tiie European Commission in Brussels have 
loudly denounced both plans. More than one person has 
remarked that the shortened workweek should be taken 
to its logical conclusion: cut back the hours all the way to 
zero and guarantee everyone a job.

the whole Iraqi population,'’ he said, since the sanctions 
hurt the Iraqi people and not Mr. Hussein. Officials tit 
Russia, also on the United Nations Security Council, 
expressed the same view. 

Of course, both France and Russia may simply be 
tired of being led around by the.nose in the Persian Gulf 
by the World’s Only Superpower. Probably more impor- 
tant, they’d like to trade with Iran and Iraq about as 
much as America likes to trade with China. “No country 
has a foreign policy based solely on human rights,’’ 
Foreign Minister Hubert Vedrine observed recently, 
and American policy toward China proves his point 

After the Persian Gulf war aided in 1991 with Mr. 
Hussein’s army driven from Kuwait — but short of an 
allied push to Baghdad to oust him — American leaders 
believed, or hoped, that a trade embargo and other 
restrictions would quickly cause his downfall They 
guessed wrong. The French and Russians now argue 
that since the Americans are unlikely to send an army 
back in to finish the job, and since the world has to live 
with Mr. Hussein anyway, it should think about carrots 
as well as sticks to get him to change his ways. 

Exactly what kind of carrots is not yet clear, and 
the French agree with the United States that now is not 
the time to offer them. But, they argue, a trade embargo 
isn’t a policy; at best, they say, it can be only one 
element in a broader strategy to encourage moderation 
and engagement with the West, in both Iraq and Iran. 

Clearly, feelings against either country do not run 
as strongly in Europe as they do in Washington. On Iran 
key to the divergent views is Americans' bitter memory 
of the 444-day hostage-taking at the United States Em- 
bassy in Teheran starting 18 years ago this month. 


* Critical Dialogue’ 

In 1995, Europeans preferred to maintain a “critical 
dialogue with Iran rather than join the United States in 
imposing trade sanctions over the Islamic regime’s 
support for terrorism. And in September, a French oil

Advertsers now expect maga- 
zines to conceive elaborate promo- 
tions the generate buzz and cloak 
their paducts in the publications’ 
allure, the magazines are selling 
thems eves as "brands,” something 
bigger And more marketable than 
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just words and pictures on a page. 
And readers end up with magazines 
whose content is increasingly driven 
by these mechanisms, from splashy 
spreads about award winners to 
glossy advertising sections often 
barely distinguishable from the edi- 
torial 

In all of this, publishers have been 
thrust into an ever-bigger role in 
shaping the personalities of their 
publications. 

“I’m not there just to sell pages,” 
Mr. Beckman said in an interview at 
his elegant Madison Avenue office at 
Cend6 Nast Publications, where he 
can close the door with the push of a 
button. “I'm there to insure the vital- 
ity and the profitability of the maga- 
zine.” 

Born in London and built like a 
fireplug, Mr. Beckman, 37, is de- 
scribed by colleagues, clients and 
competitors as a seductive blend of 
puppy-dog charm and pit-bull tenac- 
ity. Ibey say he is aggressive. Mani- 
acally focused. A force of nature with 
the nickname “Mad Dog Beckman.” 
Sometimes be bullies, bift more often 
he cajoles, spinning a shimmering 
web that ensnares even the most 
skeptical of advertisers. 

“I call him everything from P. T. 
Bara urn to Mike Todd,” said Arthur 
Cooper, who has edited GQ — with a 
circulation of 688,752 — for 14 years. 
“The man's an impresario.” 

When Mr. Beckman got into the 
business 12 years ago, he could never 
have Imagined how much the pub- 
lisher’s job description would 
change. That was when magazines 
were just beginning to stray from 
their printed rate cards toward what 
has become routinely aggressive 
price negotiation over ad pages. 

Next, magazines started market- 
ing their names, adding revenue by 
extending their titles to products like 
Popular Mechanics hand tools and 
Field & Stream trout lures or serv- 
ices tike Money magazine's financial 
seminars. 

What began as a clinch has turned 
into a bear hug, with magazines try- 
ing to use their warm relationships 
with readers as a selling point with 
advertisers. 

“The marketing community has 
turned to the magazine community 
and said, ‘Help us get closer to your 
reader/ ” said Michael A Clinton, 
who recently became chief market- 
ing officer at Hearst Magazines after 
resigning as executive vice president 
at Cond6 Nast. "If you talk to any 
major marketer, this is very much 
their mantra” 


S IME say such partnerships 
run the danger of blurring the 
once-sacrosanct tine between 
a magazine’s editorial and business 
departments; indeed, at least me 
editor in chief — Sally Lee at Fitness 
magazine — recalls being asked not 
so long ago by a publisher at another 
publication to help write copy for an 
advertiser. “1 had to do it; I was low 
on the totem pole/' Ms. Lee said. 
“And I didn't know better.” 

Moreover, because events are now 
extensions of a magazine, a monster 
project like GQ’s Men of the Year 
comes at considerable risk to both a 
publication’s bottom line and its rep- 
utation. “I was scared to death,” Mr. 
Cooper said. “It’s that old, ‘Suppose 
you gave a party and nobody came?’ 
The one thing 1 did not want to hap- 
pen was fur the magazine to embar- 
rass itself.” 

In the end, the ivent went more 
smoothly than last year's — glitches 
notwithstanding. And GQ’s Men of 
the Year issue, on newsstands now, 
proved to be the thickest in its 40- 
year history, with 312 ad pages — 
almost 200 more than its November 
issue in 1995. the year before the 
awards began. The current issue 
brought in $8 million more than the 
month's typical ad revenue, which 
Mr. Beckman would not disclose. 

“My hat is oft to him. ’ Mr. Cooper 
said of Mr. Beckman. “Every editor 
takes risks, and you want a publisher 
who’s going to do the same thing. His 
neck was on the block; there’s no 
question about it.” 

For all the risks that advertiser- 
sponsored events and special sec- 
tions may pose to magazines, some 
in the industry see them as a fancy 
way of going hat-in-hand to advertis- 
ers, whose leverage in the business 
only grows as more publications

compete for their dollars. Cohde 
Nast’s spate of “advertorials” has 
included an eight-page section for 
BMW’s Z3 roadster that ran in five 
magazines, including GQ, featuring 
top models in designer clothes photo- 
graphed by a prominent magazine 
photographer. The trade publication 
Advertising Age characterized such 
sections as “discounts in disguise,” a 
way for Conde Nast to compensate 
for refusing to negotiate. 

B UT whether they like it or not, 
most people in the business 
seem to believe that market- 
ing programs are essential if maga- 
zines hope to compete with the myri- 
ad media options overwhelming con- 
sumers. 

“Other publishers are trying to 
follow, but it’s going to be tough to 
catch him as a businessman,” said 
Rob Robins, executive vice president 
of Visa USA, the primary sponsor of 
the Men of the Year Awards. “He 
understands the value of partner- 
ships. He puts together a deal that is 
good for my bottom line.” 

Mr. Beckman's strategy is em- 
blematic of a larger philosophy tak- 
ing shape at Cond& Nast, a unit of 
Advance Publications, to market its 
editorial connections with readers as 
something of value to advertisers. 
This rethinking recently spurred a 
large-scale reorganization of the 
company’s Sales and marketing de- 
partment, topped off by the promo- 
tion of Catherine Viscardi Johnston 
to executive vice president, who — 
among other large-scale projects — 
has begun to link Cond6 Nast with 
Advance’s other holdings, like Ran- 
dom House and Parade magazine. 

“The advertiser-magazine rela- 
tionship has become much more 
complicated,” said S. I. Newhouse 
Jr., the chairman of both Advance 
and Condg Nast “A publisher has to 
understand this and be conversant 
with the different capabilities we 
have that are helpful to an advertis- 


Because magazines rarely make 
news themselves, publishers are also 
trying to generate media attention 
by conducting research — often with 
a relevant advertiser as the sponsor 
— and then promoting the results as 
important trend data. Recently, for 
example, Hearst announced the re- 
sults of its poll with Pier 1 Imports, 
“Americans Living the American 
Dream,” about Americans and their 
homes. Bon Appdtit has been pro- 
moting its poll, “How America 
Eats.” Mr. Beckman has done exten- 
sive research on “The Return of the 
Gentleman ” and has presented it to 
high-end advertisers as evidence 
that GQ readers will want to buy 
their luxury products. 

Moreover, GQ’s awards have 
joined an expanding array of maga- 
zine award ceremonies over the last 
decade: Glamour's Women of the 
Year awards. Motor Trend's Truck 
of the Year awards, the Essence 
awards. Popular Science’s Best of 
What’s New awards. Harper’s Ba- 
zaar’s Michelangelo Shoe awards. 
Playboy’s Hugh M. Hefner First 
Amendment awards and Web maga- 
zine’s Webby Awards, dubbed “the 
Oscars of the Web." The list seems to 
grow longer by the day. 

“Event marketing is the hot topic 
right now,” said John Fennell, the 
senior vice president and chief oper- 
ating officer at Hachette Filipacchi 
Magazines, which publishes Elle, 
George and others. “People are look- 
ing for things to happen.” 

These happenings demand a new 
set of skills from publishers, includ- 
ing sophisticated marketing exper- 
tise, theatrics and a more intimate 
knowledge of advertisers — down to 
the fine print of annual reports. “If 
you’re going to talk to Ford and you 
can’t give me a half-hour lecture on 
the Explorer strategy in 1998, then 
you haven’t done your homework,” 
said Efrem Zimbalist 3d, president 
and chief executive of Times Mirror 


Magazines, which' publishes Outdoor 1 
Life, among others. “Those who 
come with the best ideas get the 
business.” 

T HIS new emphasis has prompt- 
ed many magazines to hire dif- 
ferent kinds of staff people — 
with experience in data-base mar- 
keting, for example, or events plan- 
ning — often directly from ad agen- 
cies. It also requires that magazines 
take an active role earlier, approach- 
ing advertisers with ideas wen be- 
fore advertisers come to them to 
negotiate the price of a page. 

“You should be selling programs, 
not pages,” Page Thompson, United 
States media director of DDB Need- 
ham Worldwide, advised publishers 
last month in a panel discussion at 
the American Magazine Conference 
in Scottsdale, Ariz. “You have to take 
control and lead the process.” 

But the results of marketing pro- 
grams — whether one-time promo- 
tions or three-ring circuses — are not 
easily quantified. Some advertisers 
suggest that they may generate 
more beat than light 
“Some of these programs are just 
not as attractive as publications 
think they are because of issues of 
scale,” said Renetta McCann, the 
media director at Leo Burnett USA 
in Chicago. “It’s hard to track an 
event to hard-core sales.” 

But agencies like Lowe & Part- 
ners/SMS, which parked a Mercedes 
CLK320 in the lobby of Radio City 
Music Hall at the Men of the Year 
awards, say the GQ event had clear- 
cut benefits to the client. “One of the 
things we’re trying to do for Mer- 
cedes is to be better connected on an 
emotional level,” said Alan Jurmain, 
executive director of media services 
at Lowe. “And the GQ Men of the 
Year is the kind of humanistic angle 
that we’re looking to associate our 
products with.” 
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Mr. Giuliani’s Next Term 


New York City's Mayor, Rudolph Giuliani, 
sounded some worthy themes for the future during 
this fall’s campaign. Now that the election is over, 
he needs to broaden his agenda. 

So far, the Mayor has talked mainly about the 
next battle — against narcotics dealers, the Port 
Authority or the State Legislature. Mr. Giuliani is 
always happiest when he is wearing the white hat in 
a political shootout But if he wants to be remem- 
bered as a great Mayor, the crime-fighter must also 
become a builder, concentrating in his second term 
on the physical state of the city. The long-neglected 
shoreline along Manhattan’s West Side must be 
preserved for public use by getting construction of 
the Hudson River Park on a fast track and begin- 
ning an effort to recapture the waterfront above 
59th Street. Another critical opportunity lies in 
Brooklyn, where residents, regional planners and 
local politicians seem to be far ahead of the city and 
state in offering ideas for revitalizing the Brooklyn 
port, turning the Gowanus Expressway into an 
underground roadway and connecting the city to the 
national rail system with a freight tunnel 

The city has to continue school renovation and 
address the poor state of its bridges and roads. 
While building more, the city also needs to build 
better. Mr. Giuliani can focus his fighting powers on 
the School Construction Authority and the city and 
state transportation departments, demanding that 
they master the challenge of efficient construction. 

On the administrative side, the Mayor's first 
priority should be increasing worker productivity. 
New York City will never again have the resources 
to support a massive work force that accepts low 


pay in return for layers of union and civil service 
protections that make it almost impossible to fire 
workers or change their duties. The most important 
argument Ruth Messenger made in her mayoral 
campaign was that future labor negotiations must 
be aggressive in trading higher pay for more re- 
sponsibility and efficiency. Mr. Giuliani, with the 
benefit of his huge lead, was able to ignore her 
critique of bis adminis tration's labor record. But be 
cannot dismiss the challenge. 

One of the most important upcoming jobs will 
be coping with the federally required welfare re- 
form. So far, Mr. Giuliani has been successful in 
whittling the rolls of people who were able to find 
other sources of support He has been less adept at 
sewing together a safety net that provides minimal 
decent protection for those who simply fail to cope, 
particularly homeless women and children. v 

Mr. Giuliani should also improve his lobbying 
efforts in the State Legislature. For starters, the 
Mayor can aim his arguments precisely. There is 
no point in arguing, as he did at his open staff 
meeting last week, that there should be no state 
court reorganization unless the Mayor has the pow- 
er to appoint the judges who will sit in Housing 
Court Mr. Giuliani is rightly offended by political 
influence on judicial selection, but his demand is a 
poison pill that would doom a much-needed reform 
of the state’s judicial system. 

Finally, this page suggests that the Mayor take 
a vacation. Everyone benefits from the fresh per-, 
spective a week or two away from the job provides, 
and there are no prizes being given out this year for 
the politician who sleeps the fewest hours. 


Valuing the Ganz Collection 


Tomorrow, Christie’s will auction a remark- 
able group of modem artworks purchased over half 
Q a century by Victdr,.apd Sally Ganz. Victor Ganz 
died in 1987, and Sally Ganz died in January. For the 
past two weeks, the paintings and prints in the Ganz 
collection have hung against a white background at 
Christie’s. Visitors and staff speak in normal voices 
there, without the hush audible in museums. The 
auctioneer’s summons can be heard coming from a 
distant room — the naming of lots, the calling of 
prices. It is an age-old business, and it fixes, for this 
moment at least, one way of valuing the work by 
Picasso, Jasper Johns, Robert Rauschenberg, 
Frank Stella and Eva Hesse that forms the core of 
the Gam collection. 

Obviously, no arrangement of the works at 
Christie’s can replicate the way they were hung in 
the Ganz apartment at 10 Gracie Square. But it is 
important, while viewing these works, to imagine 
the very eye of the Ganzes themselves, the cohesive 
force behind this fraternity of artworks. How many 
times must Mr. or Mrs. Ganz have paused to look at 
Picasso’s “Dream” or Mr. Johns’s “White Num- 
bers” or Mr. Stella’s “Turkish Mambo” or Mr. 
Rauschenberg’s “Rebus”? What must the very 
familiarity of their gaze have told them over time 
about these works? The Ganzes were studious in 
their love of art, diligently instructing themselves, 
devoting Saturdays to visiting exhibitions and gal- 


leries. But they lived with the work in an unstudied 
manner. It seems to have formed the very spine of 
their life together and was obliged, therefore, to 
cohabit with all the other things that gave their lives 
meaning. 

In America these days, it is almost impossible 
to talk about art of this importance without talking 
about money, first, and elitism, second. Picasso, 
Johns, Rauschenberg etaL— these are icons of high 
art in the 20th century. They can easily be made 
emblems of the gap between, say, the crowd that 
will assemble at the Ganz auction tomorrow night 
and the consumers of America’s mass culture — 
except, of course, that the producers of America’s 
mass culture will be among the few people who can 
afford to bid seriously for “The Dream” when ft 
comes to the block. 

But the Ganzes did not purchase these works as 
icons or as emblems, or as totems of wealth. Their 
education did not prepare them to own these works. 
Instead, the art itself was their-education. They had 
a lifelong conversation with the paintings in their 
home, a conversation that also came to include the 
artists themselves. More than one commentator has 
noted that these are difficult works, edgy, challeng- 
ing, severe. It is worth remembering something the 
Ganzes surely knew — that difficulty is one of the 
qualities that allow a work of art to keep its voice 
over time.

A Fateful Miscalculation in Turkey 


Why Generals Shouldn’t Meddle 
In Civilian Political Affairs 

Istanbul, Turkey 

Since his election three years ago as Mayor of 
Sariyer, a district of Istanbul bordering the Bosporus 
and the Black Sea, Yusuf Tulun has tended to the parks, 
roads and sewage of some 400,000 constituents a good 
deal more effectively than the secular politicians who 
preceded him. Aside from the copy of the Koran resting 
atop his computer and a scarf-cloaked assistant who 
appeared briefly at the door during a recent visit, little 
about Mr. Tulun or his office suggested a fervor to 
remake Turkey into an Islamic fundamentalist state. 

But in the skittish world of Turkish politics, Islamic 
politicians are considered threats to national stability. 
Their crime is membership in the Islamic party that 
briefly led the Turkish Government before the country’s 
generals engineered its removal earlier this year. Not 
content with the decapitation of the Government, the 
generals now want to outlaw the party itself. Chances 
are they will soon succeed. 

It does not take a long stay in Turkey to see how that 
would be a mistake. The surest way to galvanize and 
radicalize Turkey's relatively benign Islamic political 
movement is to ban the party that represents it and that 
collected more votes in the last parliamentary election 
than any secular party. Even though another Islamic 
party would likely be formed, It too would face extinc- 
tion. The country and people I have seen over the last 
week seem at the brink of better times. Though inflation 
is running above 90 percent and unemployment is high, 
the economy Is growing strongly and a middle class is 
developing. Fueled by the entrepreneurial energy of new 
businesses, small cities across Anatolia, the Asian part 
of Turkey, are booming. Istanbul now the largest city in 
Europe, is overcrowded and choked with traffic but 
bursting with life and consumer goods. 

All this could be undermined if the armed forces 
cannot control their compulsion to interfere In civilian 
affairs. Turkey is a military democracy, with all the 
contradictions that implies. Elections are fair, the press 


is relatively free and the rule of law prevails to a point, 
as long as the generals permit When they believe 
Turkey’s national security or its secular traditions are 
threatened, either by Kurdish separatism in the south- 
east or by domestic Islamic politics, no freedom is safe. 

Senior officers like to remind visitors that the 
military has always restored civilian rule after its coups, 
and that its motivation in replacing prime ministers is 
not to exercise power but to sustain the secular Western 
state established by Mustafa Kemal Ataturk, the 
founder of the Turkish republic. That may be true, and 
Turkey, a nation of Muslims, need only look across the 
border to Iran to see a different modeL 

Yet my conversations with politicians, scholars, 
businessmen, journalists and soldiers leave a s tron g 
impression that the generals underestimate the common 
sense of their countrymen and the durability of Turkey’s 
secular traditions. This society is not ready to embrace 
Islamic fundamentalism or toss aside its Western con- 
ventions. 

There is a difference between political activism and 
political insurrection, although the army does not seem 
to recognize it Many Turks, disaffected with their 
country's stale politics and political leaders, are looking 
for new leadership.

Welfare’s Prime Minister, Necmettin Erbakan, 
alarmed the army by proposing to build new mosques in 
traditionally secular neighborhoods and to lift a ban on 
the wearing of head scarfs in Government offices. It was 
not a smart strategy in a secular society, but it was 
hardly a mortal threat to the republic. 

Instead of trying to throttle the Welfare Party, the 
generals ought to see it as an outlet for legitimate 
concerns that will only intensify if suppressed. The party 
and the army actually share a contempt for Turkey’s 
longstanding civilian leaders. If the generals looked 
beyond their visceral hostility, they might see that Yusuf 
Tulun and many of his colleagues want to build a more 
prosperous Turkey and a more efficient government, not 
a fundamentalist state.

Slower Population Growth Won’t Last Forever 


To the Editor: 

In “How to Fix a Crowded World: 
Add People” (Week in Review, Nov. 
2), you rightly point to' recent rapid 
fertility declines as the key cause of 
slower population growth. However, 
you overstate the implications of de- 
clining fertility for fixture population 
growth. 

First, population growth does not 
stop as' soon as fertility drops to the 
“replacement level” of 2.1 births per 
woman. Large new generations en- 
tering the childbearing years will 
insure that growth continues for dec- 
ades. 

This is mainly why toe United Na- 
tions projects that world population 
will readh 9.4 billion by 2050 and 
nearly 11 billion eventually. 

Second, the indicator you use to 
measure fertility does not accurately 
reflect the actual childbearing expe- 
riences of individual women. For ex- 
ample, in France women are bearing 
2.1 children on average, but this is 
not evident In the measured total 
fertility rate, which has been well 
below replacement since the mid- 
1970’s. 

This discrepancy Is due to a delay 
in childbearing to older ages. Once 
women stop deferring births, the very 
low fertility; rates observed in the 
developed world will rise closer to toe 
two children most couples want, and 
large population declines will become 
unlikely.

I am not one of those jury junkies 
who wallow in the early-morning in- 
terviews of lawyers debating the 
Trial of the Month. But the Woodward 
case cuts many ways: 

Was the defendant guilty? 

That should no longer be in dispute: 
an impartial jury of 12 good people 
and true has decided the answer is 
yes. The finality of a jury’s decision 
about the facts is the bedrock of crim- 
inal justice, and we overturn it at 
great peril 

What was the accused guilty of? 

That’s debatable. The defense, led 
by a member of O.J.’s “dream team " 
of lawyers, was so confident of an 
acquittal that it demanded the jury 
decide yea or nay on murder, without 
offering jurors the alternative of the 
lesser charge of manslaughter. The 
defense, unwilling to compromise, 
lost its gamble. 

What recourse is there when de- 
fense lawyers err? 

A judge may reduce a criminal 
charge, or order a retrial or even the 
release of a defendant mistakenly 
found guilty. Such re-examination 
goes one way, against the prosecu- 
tion: A judge cannot increase a 
charge or retry an acquittal, because 
that would unconstitutionally place 
the defendant in doable jeopardy. 

What explains the overwhelming 
public reaction against the draconi- 
an sentence? 

Millions who watched the trial on 
TV could consider themselves as in- 
formed as jurors, and probably 
would have compromised on man- 
slaughter. Many more mu linns of 
working parents — who must leave

ing machine, my foot on the 
pedal, listening to the first of 
the tapes' Lyndon Johnson se- 
cretly made of 10,000 of his 
private conversations. I knew 
that Johnson was the only President to 
tape himself from the start of his 
Presidency until the end. But before 
deciding to create a book based on the 
tapes, I wanted to make sure they did 
not simply show Johnson posturing for 
the microphone, but instead captured 
all facets of .bis daily private and 
public life — heroic and otherwise. Did 
they reveal moments that Johns on 
would ratbernot have us hear? 

It did not take long to find out A 
week into Johnson’s Presidency, dur- 
ing a telephone call, his Texas busi- 
ness manager, Jesse Kellam, asked 
r.Jihnr-Cadjttalk'pFetiysfreely en>fois 
ahBe?’~antiwentH>uto'tefl of accepting 
“envelopes” — presumably of politi- 
cal money — and of “taking care” of 
■ Johnson aides. 

i* Two months later, Johnson, anxious 
‘ about the scandal over bis former 
Senate aide, Bobby Baker, exclaimed 
to advisers that if the Senate investi- 
gation widened, “I’m going to jail!” 

Them there was the late-night tele- 
phone conversation with Abe Fortas, 
whom -Johnson later appointed to the 
Supreme Court Fortas boasted that 
be was out dancing with “a beautiful 
lady^m red” who was not his wife. 

“We’re doing good,” he said, “and 
I ’nn going to try to do bad before the 
evening’s over.” 

Johnson had taped himself ordering 
‘ F:B.L material leaked to reporters on 
his enemies’ crooked finances and 
“Jove life,” as well as Information that 
Barry Goldwater, his 1964 Republican 
opponent, had suffered two nervous 
breakdowns. "He’s not a stable fellow 
at all” Johnson said. 

The Johnson tapes, as well as the 
recordings made by Presidents John 
F. Kennedy and Richard M. Nixon — 
both also published in books this fall — 
are important documents. At the 
same time, however, tapes raise trou- 
bling questions about the ethics of a 
President taping others in private 
without their knowledge and about the 
use of recordings for history. 

Such tapes, if made of the full range 
of a President’s life and daily doings, 
can show us dimensions of his actions 
and passions that would otherwise be 
lost forever. Not all are. Kennedy only 
started taping halfway through his 
Presidency. He tended to turn on his 
recorder only during great moments 
— the integration of the University of 
Mississippi the Cuban missile crisis 
— but did not leave a similar record of 
the daily flow or underside of his Pres- 
idency (for example, his Administra- 
tion’s use of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and the Internal Reve- 
nue Sendee against his enemies). 

Tapes that more fully reflect a 
President’s life do a singular job of 
revealing the true nature of his leader- 
ship and character. Listening to John- 
son deal simultaneously with riots, 
potential scandal a campaign and the 
Russians, Chinese and Cubans gives a 
new appreciation of the pressures of 
that Presidency and a fuller context 
for understanding his often-tormented 
decision-making, especially about 
Vietnam. 

Nixon taped himself all day long, 
but only from 1971 until 1973 (when be 
was caught). Most of his recordings 
remain sealed. Those opened so far 
show us mainly his ugly Watergate 
crimes, not his broader foreign and 

domestic ambitions. Although Nixon's 

estate has fought to keep his tapes 
closed, his reputation would only bene- 
fit were tapes that show him engaged 
in something other than Watergate 
opened as fast as possible. 

Not that even the most comprehen-

sive tapes could provide a perfect 
record of history. Even if every broom 
closet in the White House were contin- 
uously wired for sound, some conver- 
sations would inevitably be missed. 
And to gain full benefit from the tapes 
we have, like all historical documents, 
they must be explained by a historian 
steeped in the names, dates and issues 
of the times.

There is also the question of believ- 
ability. Critics point out that Presi- 
dents have postered for .the .‘hidden - 
■machine while others hi the room 
ire unaware that the conversation 
was being recorded. These are valid 
objections. Presidents do posture on 
tape, just as they do when their words 
are being captured by Oval Office note 
takers or in their own later memos. 

In his tape-recorded meetings on 
the Cuban missile crisis, Kennedy con- 
cealed his brother Robert’s back- 
channel bargaining with the Soviets. 
Playing to his own hidden microphone, 
Nixon tried to maneuver John Dean, 
his White House counsel into taking 
the fall for Watergate. 

When 1 heard Johnson on tape ask- 
ing his old mentor, Senator Richard 
Russell if Congress might “impeach” 
a President who would “run out” on 
Vietnam. I sensed that L.B.J. may 
have been trying to get Russell on the 
record in case the war should end in 
calamity, as it did. 

But Johnson and Nixon, the two 
champion tapers, could not play-act 
their way through the thousands of 
conversations they recorded. No one 
bearing the crushing pressures of the 
Presidency In the turbulent 1960’s and 
early 197Q’s would have been so vain 
as to pull bis punches, thus reducing 
his effectiveness, merely to prettify 
his image for history. Besides, both 
J din son and Nixon expected to control 
their tapes after they left office.

JL, the matter. Johnson 
began taping both for historical pur- 
poses and for the same reason that 
President Eisenhower had taped a few 
of his conversations. Ike had privately 
said, “There are some guys I just 
don’t trust in Washington, and I want 
to have myself protected so they can’t 
later report that I said something 
else.” (More than once. Eisenhower 
used his hidden recorder on Nixon.) 

LB.J. supposed that there was little 
difference between secret shorthand 
notes kept of his private conversations 
as a Senator and his secret taping as 
President. But in fact, he had crossed 
a Rubicon. A visitor whose private 
words had- been noted in shorthand 
could always deny the accuracy of the 
notes. Not so with a secret tape re- 
cording. 

Strange as it now seems, the Presi- 
dent most sensitive to the ethical prob- 
lems of taping was Nixon. After his 
election in 1968, when the outgoing 
LB.J. privately urged him to tape 
himself, Nixon was repelled. He re- 
lented only years later, when aides 
told him his achievements as Presi- 
dent must be preserved for posterity. 

Today no sane adviser would rec- 
ommend to any President that he tape 
people without their knowledge. We 
are now painfully sensitive to privacy 
issues and their legal ramifications. 
No President would want to face the 
outrage that greeted revelation of Nix- 
on’s secret tapings in 1973. A modern 
President knows, too, that he might be 
handed a subpoena, clearing the way 


for his tapes to be published in every 
newspaper in the country. 

And yet we are losing something of 
irresistible value The materials of 
Presidential history are vanishing 

Presidents no longer write reveal- 
ing letters as Lincoln and F.D.R. did. 
Memos are shredded or carefully 
hedged to withstand newspaper leaks. 
Diaries go unwritten or are kept un- 
heralded lest a special prosecutor find 
out Computers are purged of compro- 
mising E-mail 

The result of this caution may prove 
Orwellian. If historians writing of : 
Richard Nixon and Lybdon Johnson 
had to work only from sources that 
show the pnblic.f ace of their Presiden- 
cies, we might be forced to read about 
Richard Nixon as the President of law 
and order or about LB J. as a leader 
who was always self -cod trolled, who 
believed the lone gunman verdict of 
the Warren Commission and who nev- 
er wavered in his confidence that the 
war in Vietnam, if it had to be fought, 
would Be an exhilarating advenforeJJ 


In an interview at The New York 
Times, Zazi Sadou spoke through a 
translator about the nightmare in her 
homeland — the murderous rampages 
in the name of God, the violent attacks 
on teachers and students and artists 
and intellectuals, and especially the 
horrendous ways In which women 
have been targeted, how they are 
raped and maimed and casually 
killed, or kidnapped and forced into 
sexual servitude. 

Ms. Sadou is a feminist and veteran 
journalist in Algeria, a country that 
for the past several years has been 
soaked in the blood of innocents sacri- 
ficed by religious and political zealots, 
assorted crazed criminals and mania- 
cal believers in masculine supremacy. 

An estimated 60.000 people, many of 
them women and children, have been 
killed in armed clashes and outright 
massacres since the military Govern- 
ment voided elections in 1992 that 
probably would have been won by 
militant Islamic f undamentalists 
Prevented from attaining power by 
the ballot, the fundamentalists have 
attempted to seize it through terror. 

“The violence has been so barbaric, 
so extensive, so extreme,” said Ms. 
Sadou, “that it is taking the shape of 
genocide. These are crimes against 
humanity. And we need to hear, from 
everywhere, the firm condemnation of 
those who are responsible.” 

At least 98 people and perhaps as 
many as 300 were slaughtered in Au- 
gust when members of the Armed 
Islamic Group, equipped with shot- 
guns, knives, swords and axes, invad- 
ed the village of Rais, which is just 
south of Algiers. Witnesses said the 
majority of the panicked victims were 
women and children. Many of the bod- 
ies were burned and some were decap- 
itated. In some cases, the heads of 
victims were left on doorsteps. 

The massacre was not an isolated 
occurrence. On Sept 22 more than 400 
people were slaughtered, again by 
members of the Armed Islamic 
Group, during an attack on the village 
of Bin Talha, which is also south of 
Algiers, in an area that has come to be 
known as the Triangle of Death. 

Ms. Sadou noted that it is typical in 
such attacks for attractive young 
women and girls to be kidnapped for 
sexual purposes, and then killed later. 
When the attackers left Rais they took 
nearly three dozen women and girls 
with them. An unknown number were 
taken from Bin Talha. 

“In these attacks you might have 
100 or ISO terrorists and they would 
; divide up. the tasks,” Ms. Sadou said. 


“One group would do the killing, the 
beheading. Another would choose the 
most beautiful women to take with 
diem. And a third group would be 
outside waiting for anybody who tried 
to flee the village.” 

The extreme oppression of women 
and giiis— deluding widespread pub- 
lic humiliation, maiming andkffling — 
has been a cornerstone of Islamist 
terror in Algeria for many years. 
Even before the aborted election, 
members of Islamic militias and oth- 
er militant groups would torment and 
sometimes kin women who refused to

wear the traditional veil Women per- 
ceived to be living in “immoral” cir- 
cumstances were also subject to sav- 
age punishment. And there were sev- 
eral cases of girls whose skirts were 
considered too short having their legs 
burned with add. 

“Women are seen as devils,” M& 
Sadou said. “We are the permanent 
enemies.” 

A recent AJ>. story began: “Eight 
men who were apparently Muslim 
militants descended on a village 
school in Algeria over the weekend, 
shooting or slashing to death 11 fe- 
male teachers and a male instructor 
who tried to stop the innings as stu- 
dents watched, witnesses said today.” 

The main political party of the Is- 
lamic militants Is toe Islamic Salva- 
tion Front (or F.LS., its French acro- 
nym). It has been weakened in its 
struggle with toe Government over 
the past five years and many analysts 
now see it as a moderating force. 

But Ms. Sadou warned that the 
F.I.S. has long been inextricably en- 
twined with toe most murderous ele- 
ments in Algeria (including the 
Armed Islamic Group), that It has not 
backed away from its profoundly de- 
structive beliefs regarding women 
and girls and that it has never favored 
a democratic form of government 

The situation in Algeria needs to be 
seen for what it really is. The atroci- 
ties are, indeed, crimes against hu- 
manity — in other words, crimes 
against toe whole world. It would be- 
hoove the rest of toe world to pay 
closer attention. □

T HE SEARCH tor identity, the 
author Ralph Ellison once 
said, is the American theme. 
In American culture, the 
question “Who are you?" often 
translates as “What group do you 
represent?” 

But what is most authentically 
American in American culture is 
usually that which transgresses 
those lines. The greatest American 
artists are often those who make us 
think most deeply about the paradox 
and possibility involved in maintain- 
ing such an ambiguous national iden- 
tity. 

By such measure, and by a num- 
ber of others, Ray Charles must be 
regarded as one of the most interest- 
ing and important American artists 
who has ever lived. No other Ameri- 
can musician since World War II, or 
before it, for that matter, has per- 
formed with such artistic, and com- 
mercial, success in as many appar- 
ently disparate genres. He has 
played and sung rhythm-and-blues, 
soul, country, jazz, pop and rock; 
somehow he has found a way to be 
absolutely himself in each one. 

All sides of his presence are illumi- 
nated in “Genius and Soul: The 50th- 
Anniversary Collection,” a new five- 
disk set that documents the dizzying 
sweep of Mr. Charles’s recording ca- 
reer from its beginnings in 1949 
through all the shifting musical ter- 
rain of the last five decades. In it one 
discovers, or rediscovers, a talent 
that cuts across all boundaries, a 
kind of epic poetry of the human 
heart 

Mr. Charles, who just turned 67, 
grew up in Depression-era Florida in 
extreme poverty and lost his sight at 
the age of 6. He came to music early, 
and by his midteens was playing 


Acoustics: Science or Sorcery?

C ONCERT-HALL acoustics, 
suddenly, are in the air. It 
happens every so often, usu- 
ally for bad reasons. But not 
this time. 

In the early 1980's, highly touted 
halls were opened in San Francisco 
and Toronto with disastrous results, 
causing many to wonder why the 
science of acoustics alone — or was it 
an art, or sorcery? — had regressed 
during a century of progress. Then, 
in 1986-, Carnegie Hall, still a gem at 
95, was renovated, and complaints 
Immediately arose about a loss of 
warmth and toe-tingling reverber- 
ance. Those complaints proved justi- 
fied two years ago, when a deadening 
layer of concrete, rumored all along, 
was found under the stage. 

New balls have been built since, 
most recently the New Jersey Per- 
forming Arts Center in Newark, and 
others renovated, most recently the 
26-year-old Kennedy Center Concert 
Hall in Washington, with encourag- 
ing results. (And what was discov- 
ered under the stage floor at the 
Kennedy Center but concrete!) Still, 
never again, you could bet, would 
anyone risk tampering with an 
acoustical treasure like, say. Sym- 
phony Hall In Boston. 

Wrong. The Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra has just installed permanent 
risers on the stage of the 97-year-old 
hall, altering the acoustics slightly, 
and it still faces the need for struc- 
tural renovations, with further inev- 
itable effects. For that matter, an 
acoustical bug seems to have bitten 
all of the American Big Five, orches- 
tras traditionally lumped together 
because of their storied pasts. 

The Chicago Symphony last month 
reopened the 93-year-old Orchestra 
HaU, which had been thoroughly re- 
constructed as part of a $110 milli on 
Symphony Center. The Cleveland Or- 
chestra plans to remove the acousti- 
cal shell the conductor George Szell 
had installed in Severance Hall in 
1958, and restore the original E. M. 
Skinner organ, one of the largest and 
most acclaimed concert-hall instru- 
ments, to the 66-year-old auditorium. 
The Philadelphia Orchestra is reno- 
vating the 140-year-old Academy of 


Music, partly in search of a decent 
acoustic, even as it continues to raise 
money toward the ever-receding 
prospect of a new, acoustically cor- 
rect hall. 

And the New York Philharmonic? 
Ah, yes, Avery Fisher, originally 
Philharmonic, Hall, for which the 
orchestra left Carnegie in 1962 to 
face years of acoustical nightmares. 
Kurt Masur, the orchestra's music 
director, having initiated substantial 
improvements in the sound if hot the 
look of the hall, Stitt' nourishes a 
dream of installing a new organ, 
which, he hopes, will further enhance 
the sound. “We've come to the con- 
clusion that the organ will be built,” 
he said recently. 

Why all the activity? For one 
thing, the advent of the millennium 
has been seen by many as an occa- 
sion to spruce up generally and to 
catch up with the state of the acousti- 
cal art. In addition, orchestral play- 
ers and music directors, with ever 
more experience in the world’s finest 
halls, demand more in their own 
work environments. And listeners, 
increasingly accustomed to clear, 
wide-ranging sound in their living 
rooms, also expect more. 

But more than anything, there 
seems to be a new sense of possibili- 
ty. “There’s a feeling of hope sweep- 
ing across the world,” said Russell 
Johnson, the chairman of Artec Con- 
sultants, the firm involved in the 
construction of the new center in 
Newark, the latest alterations of the 
stage in Avery Fisher Hall and the 
planning for the new hall in Philadel- 
phia. 

“Over much of the last 40 years, 
there were a tremendous number of 
new halls opened that were thought 
of as disasters or really dreadful 
acoustically," Mr. Johnson added. 
“And symphony conductors and ad- 
ministrators really hung back and 
said somewhere in the back of their 
minds : ‘Why should we spend money 
upgrading the hall when nobody in 
the world seems to know how to do it, 
and the secrets were lost in 1895?’ 
There wasn’t much drive to build 
new buildings or to improve older 
buildings.” 

Notable successes of recent years, 
including Mr. Johnson's at new halls 


in Dallas and in Bi rmingham , Eng- 
land, have changed that attitude. 
•Many now feel that acoustics has 
finally (or once again) become a 
serious science — over the last two 
decades, in the opinion of Mr. Masur; 
especially over the last decade, in the 
opinion of Lawrence P. Goldman, 
who is the president of the Newark 
center and was the executive vice 
president for real-estate planning 
and development at.: Carnegie Hall 
duiiog Its rebovatibnl 
■ Aston virtually evfery other subject 
involving acoustics, the practitioners 
hold varied opinions on the state of 
the science. “Let’s think of it as the 
art of applying the science," said 
Christopher Jaffe, the president of 
Jaffe Holden Scarbrough of Norwalk, 
Coqzl, the acoustical consultants in 
the Kennedy Center renovation and 
in the Severance Hall project “And 
for ‘art,’ read ‘experience.’ ” 

The science, Mr. Jaffe argues, has 
been In place for some time, largely 
through the efforts of Leo L. Ber- 
anek, who has perhaps been unfairly 
maligned for his work as the original 
acoustician of Avery Fisher HalL 
“Leo got a bum rap,” Mr. Jaffe 
said. “Everybody began to panic af- 
ter a month. There were more politi- 
cal problems than acoustical ones, 
and the problems 10 years after the 
opening had nothing to do with him. 

“Leo is the father of us alL He 
wrote the book, ‘Music, Acoustics 
and Architecture,’ in 1962, and today 
it is still kind of a bflble.” 

Mr. Johnson prefers to think that 
the science of acoustics is’stOI aborn- 
ing. “Concert-hall design until two or 
three decades ago was a dysfunction- 
al art,” he said. “Now it is becoming 
an art which can create concert halls 
almost as good as the top-rank balls 
of Europe with low seat counts from 
before 1920. To be a science, it has to 
be written down and recorded in an 
objective, organized, scientific, engi- 
neering way. And that it is not yet.” 

A solid basis for the science trill be 
provided over the next two or three 
decades, Mr. Johnson suggests, when 
the experience to be derived from 
the current wave of fine new halls is 
added to what is already known 
about the great halls of a century 
ago. 


musical jobs all over Florida. With 
the end of World War 11, however, 
and the ensuing prosperity, Mr. 
Charles decided to test the waters in 
a larger urban setting. In 1948 he 
headed, alone, to Seattle, commenc- 
ing a life of restless relocation. While 
in Seattle, he made bis first record- 
ings 'for the tiny Swing Time label, 
one of the many small independent 
labels that sprouted up after the war 
to serve the hundreds of thousands of 
African-Americans who were flock- 
ing to the cities. Several of these 
early cuts are included on "Genius 
and Soul.” 

During the war, Americans from 
radically divergent backgrounds — 
white, black, rural, urban — were 
thrown together in many different 
contexts. The postwar period was 
one of mass re-evaluation of identity 
in the light of those social contrasts. 
In his own way, through his first five 
years of recording, Mr. Charles 
played out this re-evaluation, strug- 
gling to carve out some turf of his 
own from among the widely differing 
musical; influences current at the 
time. These included not only jazz 
and blues but white pop music and 
what was still called hillbilly, which 
be heard on the weekly radio broad- 
casts of Nashville’s Grand Ole Opry. 

Mr. Charles’s early recordings 
echoed the styles of the blues crooner 
Charles Brown and, especially, the 
singer and pianist Nat (King) Cole. 
Mr. Charles adopted a similar ap- 
proach to theirs, mixing suave, 
blues-tinged ballads and rhythmic 
novelty tunes over tasty jazz piano . 
fills. Unlike Cole, his idol, however, 
Mr. Charles kept one foot, and often 
both feet, deep in rhythm-and-blues, 
drawing influences from black per- 
formers like Louis Jordan, Big Ma- 
ceo Merriweather, Smiley Lewis, 
Guitar Slim and the great blues poet 
Percy Mayfield, who later wrote 
some of Mr. Charles’s biggest hits. 

- What Mr. Charles began to add to 
this mix, as his first signature style, 
were harmonies and forms borrowed 
from gospel musie, using sacred 
techniques to achieve, ends usually 
seen as profane. In doing so he pro- 
duced compositions like “Hallelujah 
I Love Her So” and “I’ve Got a 
Woman,” which proved irresistible 
to Mack record buyers and widely 
influential to other singers and song- 
writers, both black and white. 

If be had found a solid berth with a 
largely African-American audience, 
however, it did nothing to stem his 
desire to find room in his style for all. 


the music he liked. He turned out to 
be not merely a good interpreter of 
popular standard material but a 
great one. A series of albums in the 
. 1960’s, on which he sang songs like 
“Cry Me a River,” “Hard Hearted 
Hannah,” “Over the Rainbow” and 
“Georgia on My Mind” with big 
bands, string sections and choruses, 
earned him a wider, whiter popular 
market than that of any other soul 
singer of the time, with the possible 
exception of Sam Cooke. 

This in itself was a remarkable 
achievement, yet what happened 
next was even more startling. Begin- 
ning with his 1959 version of Hank 
Snow's "I’m Movin’ On,” and con- 
tinuing through a series of albums 
including the best-selling "Modern - 
Sounds in Country and Western Mu- 
sic,” up through a duet with Willie 
Nelson on the song “Seven Spanish 
Angels,” which became a No. 1 coun- 
try-and- western hit in 1984, Mr. 
Charles made periodic raids deep 
into the heart of Southern white soul 
music, otherwise known as country- 
and- western. 

Ray Charles's affinity for, and suc- 
cess with, country music gave the 
music-industry term “crossover” a 
new meaning. By the 1960’s the world 
bad become used to white- artists, 
most famously Elvis Presley, rein- 
terpreting the work of African- 
American singers. But Ray Charles 
had “crossed over” in the other di- 
rection, without ceding a bit of his 
blues-based vocal inflections and to- 
nality. Most surprisingly, his musical 
miscegenation was welcomed by 
country music’s constituency, as if 
there were a secret desire for such 
common ground. It was welcomed by 
black audiences as well Hi s version 
of Don Gibson’s “1 Can’t Stop Loving 
You” became a No. 1 pop hit for five 
weeks in 1962; it became a No. 1 
rhythm-and-blues hit for 16 weeks.

jazz singer Betty Carter. And his big 
band of the 1960's was one of the best 
jazz big bands of the time. 

“Genius and Soul” displays all 
these facets in grand style. It sur- 
veys the vast landscape of Mr. 
Charles’s career without missing 
any landmarks and it uncovers some 
neglected gems in the process.- In- 
cluded are hits like “Unchain My 
Heart,” “Hit the Road, Jack,” 
“Wbat’d I Say,” “I Can’t Stop Lov- 
ing You” and so on, as well as a late 
tribute to Charles Brown on “Drift- 
ing Blues” and his roaring vocal 
from the soundtrack to the 1967 mov- 
ie “In the Heat of the Night” The CD 
set also includes lesser-known sin- 
gles like “I Don't Need No Doctor” 
and ‘‘Let’s Go Get Stoned” and the 
Iate-1970's ballad masterpiece “How 
Long Has This Been Going On.” That 
track alone offers a master class in 
dynamics, shading and drama; it is 
one of his greatest performances. 

In celebration of Mr. Charles’s 
50th anniversary in show business, a 
number of bis long-unavailable clas- 
sic 1960’s albums have also been re- 
released in their original forms, 
along with bonus tracks. “Sweet and 
Sour Tears,” “The Genius Hits the 
Road,” “Ingredients In a Recipe for 
Soul” and others feature his voice 
and piano with strings, voices, big 
bands and in nearly every other set- 
ting imaginable. In them, Mr. 
Charles runs the emotional gamut 
from nasty funk to country heart- 
break to pop crooning, and it all 
works. 

Indeed, over the coarse of his ca- 
reer, Ray Charles has proved able to 
lit In comfortably just about any- 
where, singing blues, Gershwin bal- 
lads, Hank Williams country songs, 
Barry Manilow tear-jerkers or Coca- 
Cola commercials with apparently 
equal conviction. He has popped up 
on various occasions with Aretha 
Franklin, George Jones, Glen Camp- 
bell, the Muppets. It’s a little unset- 
tling. Can the same sensibility, the 
same soul, really endorse checks 
from all those spiritual accounts? 

It is a reasonable question. Until, 
that is, one mines within earshot of 
his voice, and then the question be- 
comes meaningless. Subtle yet over- 
powering, infinitely nuanced yet raw, 
that voice acts as a kind of universal 
solvent an musical prejudices and 
categories. Mr. Charles is an eclectic 
from the inside out: absolutely Afri-

G idon Posner bad already 
h**" J.i y >ng in England 
with his family for eight 
years when he decided to rernm 
to Israel and join the army. 

He was killed in the helicopter 
crash m foe North last February 
along with 72 other soldiers. His 
parents, Charles and Pauline 
Posner were flown fo from 
England for the funeral and again 
for foe shloshim - foe 30 day 
period marking his death. His 
older brother Simon, who also 
served in the army a year before, 
still lives in Israel. 

During that initial period fol- 
lowing foeir son's death, many 
Israeli officials visited foe 
Posners. 

“From the president down, peo- 
ple expressed how sorry they 
were and how they would do 
anything to help." said Charles 
Posner this week during a visit to 
Israel for a mobile unit dedica- 
tion ceremony in honor of his son 
and foe other soldiers. 

But when it came rime to make 
good on those offers, the Posners 
found foe Israeli government 
unable - or unwilling - to follow 
through. Their request to the 
Ministry of Defense to sponsor 
three trips to Israel a year to visit 
Gidon's grave was denied.

ents gives parents special rights 
and pri vileges regarding foe burial 
and care of foeir loved ones, and is 
supposed to "permit foe families 
to function in all walks of life, per- 
sonal. familial and social." 

The law does-not always live up 
to that - as is evident from foe 
Posner's case as well as that of 
other parents of foe helicopter vic- 
tims. 

In denying foe Posner's request, 
the Defense Ministry cited its 
rehabilitation department rules, 
which are based on the bereaved 
parents' law. 

“The Posners wanted automatic 
approval for three flights a year 
and it just doesn't work that way,” 
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went to America 15 years ago. 
After Eran graduated from New 
York University at Stonybrook 
■ with a double major in math and 
physics, he came to Israel and 
. joined foe sayeret matkal - foe 
General Staff Reconnaissance 
Unit. 

After his death, the government 
flew his parents here for foe 
shiva, foe shloshim and 
Remembrance Day. “In foe first 
couple of years, we came on aver- 
age six or seven times a year. I 
applied for reimbursement for 
one trip per year," says 
.Wichselbaum. They were com- 
pensated for trips of foe second 
and third year. After foac noth- 
ing. 

“My son was a chayal boded 
(lone soldier - one whose parents 
don't live in Israel). Lone soldiers 
receive certain privileges: rent 
subsidies, a trip to visit foeir fam- 
ily; it should go both ways. When 
foe army took my son as a lone 
soldier they had two choices: 
They could keep him alive and 
well or they could pay." 

Wichselbaum scoffs at foe other 
benefits he is offered as a 
bereaved parent, which are of no 
real value abroad. “We receive 
'monthly payments. But why do I 
need the car, TV and air condi- 
tioner tax exemptions?” 
Regarding the benefits they can 
use out of the country, he says, 
“So what? I tried to get school 
payments for my daughter - 
tuition is $4200 dollars; they gave 
me NIS 1000." “I insist that the 
government should pay for my 
flight - at least once a year." 

It is impossible to assess the 
value of what foe government 
gives to bereaved families 
because many of foe benefits are 
allocated according to income, 
and others are specific to certain 
people. 

All families automatically 
receive a monthly payment from 
foe Ministry of Defense according 
to their income, and a health allo- 
cation once a year (NIS 252 per 
day for eight days, per person). 
Ofoer benefits, which must be 
applied for at foe rehabilitation 
department office (usually in per- 
son) range from those having to do 
with the deceased, such as money 
for a monument, a yizkor book and 
'transportation to the cemetery on 
‘^jticidl’ffiys; to benefits to help 
the bereaved adjust This includes 
psychological treatment, profes- 
sional training and assistance in 
obtaining a driver’s license. 

The bereaved are also entitled to 
legal and economic aid, which 
includes nursing home payments, 
unemployment compensation, tax 
breaks on cars for personal use, 
housing discounts, and tax rebates 
for household goods. 

There are 150 bereaved families 
- 450 people - living outside of 
Israel who receive benefits from 
the government. (There are also a 
number who have forfeited their 
rights.) These families are entitled 
to all foe benefits accorded to fam- 
ilies in Israel. (In the reverse situ- 
ation, a bereaved parent whose

But even some of those families 
who live in Israel and can take 
advantage of all the benefits are 
not happy with what they see as 
foe government's curt treatment. 

Eli Dalian represents foe 73 
bereaved families of the heli- 
copter crash which killed his son 
Assaf. They meet every two to 
four weeks. (See box) 

“There are many cases where 
families need more help than they 
are getting," Dahan says. He 
describes one 50-year-old 
bereaved mother, who cannot 
work and is incapable of taking 


care of her house. He could riot 
even get a housekeeper once a 
week for her. The defense minis- 
ter wrote that he cannot change 
the rules. 

Dahan says that the Posners are 
in “a terrible situation." with little 
emotional support and insufficient 
funding to cover foe cost of their 
flights to Israel. 

“We are so isolated,” said 
Pauline Posner before she went 
back, to England, leaving her hus- 
band and son to go to foe Friday 
and Saturday “retreat” for foe par- 
ents of the 10- man “Orev” unit in 
which Gidon served. “I am tom, I 
don't know where to be. But I 
can't take off that much. I am on 
vacation without pay and I can’t 
just walk out, and I can't take 


advantage of these things that 
Israel gives bereaved parents." 

While the Ministry of Defense 
has given foe Posners over NIS 
12,000 of benefits, (which includes 
the standard health and psycholog- 
ical treatment, and the extra flights 
and accommodations), they would 
rather that all requests for flights 
and accommodations be referred 
to foe “special requests commit- 
tee," on a per-case basis. " 

Charles Posner, who is emotion- 
ally drained, is sony be has to 
fight for what he thinks should be 
granted automatically.

MARKETS I ESC, Laser Ind. merger to create 
— medical-equipment world leader

ESC Medical, a Yofcne ’am- based devel- 
oper of cosmetic medical devices, yester- 
day announced that it has signed an agree- 
ment to obtain Laser Industries of Tel Aviv 
through a share allocation. 

The deal, which will take another four to 
five months to complete, will result in the 
world’s largest medical and aesthetic laser 
company, said Mannie Olswang, CFO of 
Laser Industries. 

“We saw this as an example of one and 
one making three” Olswang said. “The two 
companies together can create a better, 
more efficient company with more applica- 
tions.” 

ESC makes light-based systems for n on- 


invasive treatment of cosmetic disorders, 
such as the treatment of varicose veins and 
hair removal. 

Laser Industries' devices are used for aes- 
thetic and surgical purposes, but the com- 
pany’s main focus is on medical applica- 
tions. 

Although the companies could not reveal 
the exact sue of die deal before informing 
the Nasdaq Stock Exchange of (heir agree- 
ment - a procedure which is expected to 
take place today - ESC's corporate con- 
troller Ra’anan Yehiely said Laser 
Industries’ stockholders will receive seven 
million shares in ESC. 

In exchange, ESC will gain full control of 
Laser. 

On Friday, ESC’s shares closed at $42. 


Laser Industries closed with a market valu- 
ation of S19I .6 million. 

“ESC will take charge of Laser 
Industries, but Laser Industries will contin- 
ue to operate as usual,” Yehiely said. 

The deal reflects ESC’s strategy of 
acquiring other companies in order to 
broaden its product line. 

In March, ESC bought Luxar Corp., an 
American maker of surgical cosmetic 
lasers. 

The company said it will continue to shop 
for other strategic purchases. . 

ESC will take over Laser Industries 
immediately, but “it will take time to inte- 
grate the functions” of the two companies, 
Yehiely said. 

Following the announcement of the deal 


today, the companies will still need to draw 
up a prospectus and get shareholder 
approval. The deal mil also have to be 
brought to the courts here, since Israeli 
companies law does not account for share 
swaps, Olswang said. 

ESC is one of the country’s most cele- 
brated high-tech companies. Since the 
beginning of the year its share price has 
jumped more than 60%. 

ESC Medical's third quarter net income 
leaped to S8.1m. from 55.3m. the previous 
year. Revenues climbed to 530m. from 
$17.4m. in die same period last year. 

Laser Industries reported third -quarter 
earnings of $2.9m, a 26% rise from the 
same period last year. Sales increased 45% 
to 521.2m. 


Tadiran wins $20m. DDF contract

Tadiran Electronics Systems, a 
subsidiary of Tadiran, said yester- 
day it received a 520 million con- 
tract to equip the IDF with elec- 
tronic warfare systems.

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Canada- Israel trade up 50% 

Since Canada and Israel began implementing a free trade 
agreement in January, binationa] trade in the first eight months 
of the year jumped 50 percent to more than $295 million. 
Canadian imports in die period totaled $200riL t .wh0e expats 
amounted to 595.8m. _ 

: "Die free trade^p«:raent’s purpose is to substantially 
increase trade in both directions, and it seems to be doing that,” 
said Canada’s Ambassador to Israel David Berger, during a 
meeting to celebrate die launching of the Taste of Canada food 
fair at the Sheraton Hotel in Tel Aviv. 

From January through August, Canadian expats of machin- 
ery, mechanical tools, textiles and paper grew substantially, 
while food exports leaped by 131 %. The arrival of die 
President’s Choice label has propelled this trend. The food 
brand makes up 10% of the Greenberg supermarket chain’s 
sales, Berger said. 

The ambassador said Canadian airplane manufacturer 
Bombardier is in negotiations to sell three or four Dash 8 planes 
to Aikia. The 78-seat planes are larger and quieter than then- 
predecessor, the Dash 7. 

A Canadian Embassy spokesperson also mentioned that David 
Azrieli, the developer behind the 5400m. Shalom Project in Tel

Israel 
Railways

Abdul M3lik Dahamsbe 
(Democratic Arab Party) pointed 
out that in 50 years of Israel 
Railways, there has been not one 
passenger fatality.

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Wame is the key as Australia edge ahead of Kiwis 


BRISBANE (Reuters) — Shane 
wame gave Australia a slight 
advantage over a resolute New 
Zealand with a four-wicket haul 

on the third day of the first Test 
yesterday. 

The leg-spinner toiled for 42 
overs on a placid Gabba wicket for 
his reward, helping Australia to 
gain a slender lead of 24 runs on 
first innings. 

At close of play on the third 
day, Mark Taylor’s side were 25 
for one in their second innings, a 
lead of 49 runs with nine wickets 
ra hand, leaving the outcome in 
the balance with two davs left to 
play. 

After compiling 373 in their first 
innings, Australia dismissed the 
visitors for 349 during the last ses- 
sion on Sunday. 

Wame shouldered the heaviest 
workload of the Australian 
bowlers and was rewarded with 
the wickets of opener Blair 
Pocock, debutant Craig McMillan 
wicketkeeper Adam Parore and 
all-rounder Chris Harris at a cost 
of 106 runs.

ISRAEL'S No. 1 
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LONDON (Reuters) - David 
Platt delivered the knockout blow 
eight minutes from time as 
Arsenal beat Manchester United 
3-2 in an outstanding battle of the 
heavyweight title contenders in 
the Premier League yesterday. 

Arsenal, who established a 2-0 
lead after only 27 minutes with 
goals from Frenchmen Nicolas 
Anelka and Patrick Vieira, 
allowed United back into die game 
with two from Teddy Sheringham 
before halftime. 

But after 82 minutes and with a 
draw looking inevitable, Platt rose 
unmarked to loop a header from 
Nigel Winterb urn’s corner over 
Peter Schmiechel’s outstretched 
hand and elevate Arsenal into sec- 
ond place in the standings - just 
one point behind United. 

Just a minute earlier Schmeichel 
had : made an outstanding reflex 
save after a shot by Christopher 
Wreh took a wicked deflection off 
Gary Neville's leg. 

“It was a very big match today 
and very important that we won 
it,” said Arsenal manager Arsene 
Wenger. 

“It was also very important for 
the title race. If United had won 
today they would have gone seven 
points ahead of us, but the race is 
now still very open. I think a lot of 
neutral fans and other managers 
cheered our victory today.” 

United manager Alex Ferguson 
said: “I was pleased with the way 
we came back in the first half, but 
I wasn't pleased with our second 
half performance. We can do bet- 
ter than dial But in fairness I 
thought Arsenal were the better 
ream in the second half and they 
deserved the victory.” 

The march was full of scoring 
chances, superb soccer from both 
sides - and two incidents of crowd 
trouble. 

The trouble came late in the first 
half when a missile thrown from 
United fans hit Arsenal defender 
Nigel Winterbum as he was 
preparing to take a comer. 

The second incident was when 
another missile hit Schmeichel as 
he retrieved the ball for a goal- 
kick. Otoe fan was arrested for the 
Winterbum incident and the 
English F.A. immediately 
launched an inquiry.

Holyfield wins on 8th-round TKO 


LAS VEGAS (AP) - Evander Holyfield came back 
from a biting to give Michael Moorer a beating. 

Holyfield knocked Moorer down five tiroes in a 
wild heavyweight title fight Saturday night before (he 
fight was finally stopped with a battered Moorer sit- 
ting on his stool in foe corner after the eighth round. 

“He came to win,** said Holyfield, who added 
Moorcr’s IBF heavyweight title to'his WBA belt in 
one of the fiercest title fights in years. "When a guy 
comes to win it*s always going to be a good fight.” 

Moorer was valiant under tremendous pressure 
from Holyfield and held his own until he was put 
down once in the fifth round. 

Holyfield knocked him down twice in the seventh 
round and twice more in the eighth round. 

“I was going to keep getting up.” Moorer said. 

But ring doctor Flip Homansky wouldn't give 
Moorer a chance to get up again. He looked at 
Moorer in foe comer and told referee Mitch Hal pern 
to wave the fight to a close. 

“Every time he got knocked down be got up and 
answered my questions,” Hal pern said. The last time 
he did not answer my question.” “When you're in a 
battle, you don’t feel anything,” said Moorer, two 
purple welts on foe right side of his head. “But I feel 
it now. My head is pounding” 

It was a gritty performance for Moorer, often called 
a reluctant warrior in the ring And it brought him 
praise from the ultimate warrior, Holyfield, who was 
coming off two huge wins over Mike Tyson. : 

Like the last Tyson fight, Holyfield was bleeding 
again against Moorer. But this time it wasn’t because 
of a bite to his ear Rather, it was from a bead butt in 
the third round when Moorer was still very much in 
the fight and foe two heavyweights were going toe- 
to-toe. 

“There was blood in my eye, but I’ve been there 
before and 1 know what to do about it,” Holyfield 
said. 

With a crowd of some 10,000 roaring ar the nonstop 
action, Holyfield unleashed right band after right 
hand against Moorer, who kept getting knocked down 
and kept getting up again. 

Even after being knocked down for the fourth time, 
in foe eighth round, Moorer motioned to Holyfield to 
bring it on. It was in sharp contrast to previous 
Moorer fights in which he had been roundly criticized 
for ins unwillingness to mix it up. 

Moorer was in die fight early, winning foe first two 
rounds on two ringside scorecards and splitting them 
on a third. He wasn’t afraid to exchange punches with 
Holyfield, and sent foe WBA champion staggering 
across the ring with a . right hand late in the first 
round. 

Moorer had been holding his own, rocking 
Holyfield with right hands and vanning some early 
rounds. Holyfield was cut in the third round over tire 
right eye and didn’t seem able to hurt Moorer in foe 
early rounds. 

Then foe fight suddenly changed - on a short right 


hand from Holyfield that caught Moorer directly pn 
foe chin. 

Moorer crumpled to the canvas, then got to' his 
knees quickly and finally got up at the counfof seven: 
He fought back until foe bell sounded to end the 
round. 

But the beating had just begun, and Moorer was to 
take the brunt of iL 

In the seventh round, Holyfield was on the ropes, 
and appeared to be baiting Moorer when be suddenly 
unleashed a left-right that sent Moorer across the 
ring. Holyfield followed him and hit Moorer with a 
left and right uppercut that put him down for a second 
time. 

Once again Moorer was up, but Holyfield followed 
him and dropped him again with a left-right 24 sec- 
onds later. Moorer got up immediately and again last- 
ed the round. 

But foe end appeared near, and Holyfield sensed iL 
With foe crowd roaring, be came out in the eighth 
round determined to end the fight 

After tire seventh round, Homansky looked at 
Moorer and Holyfield gave him another reason to do 
so in the eighth. He put Moorer down with a left and 
right at 1:50, and this ime Moorer was slower to get 
up. 

Moorer (39-2) tried desperately to fight back and at 
one point motioned for Holyfield to bring it on. Then 
Holyfield (35-3) landed two right uppercuts in a six- 
punch series that put Moorer down for foe final tune. 
He got up and the bell sounded to end the round, but 
the fight was as good as over. 

The fight was in contrast to the first one between 
foe two in April 1994 when both fighters appeared 
content to trade from the outside and there was only 
one knockdown. 

Holyfield, who weighed 21 4 pounds, nine less than 
Moorer, went over to Moorer after the fight ended 
and asked him if be was all right 

“The uppercut was working,” Holyfield said. 
“Mike was sticking foe jab and I wanted to stay with 
my game plan. I couldn’t get frustrated.” . 

The win gave Holyfield both the WBA title he 
brought into the ring and Moorer’s IBF title. He now 
wants to fight WBC champion Lennox Lewis, who 
was at ringside, in a fight to unify foe heavyweight 
titles for the first time since the early 1990s. 

“If Don King can work something out with Lennox 
Lewis, I’m ready to put it on t h elmfc, ” Holyfield said, 

Lewis called Holyfield ’s p e rf or ma nce “mediocre." 
“They’re not ready for me yet, none of them,” Lewis 
said. 

“We’ll try to get these two great champions togeth- 
er,” King said. 

Holyfield was in his dressing room, eyes closed and 
singing to gospel music, as a long usdeicard dragged 
foe start of the fight Well past its appointed time. 

The fight drew a crowd of only about 10,000 at 
UNLV’s campus arena, far less than foe 16,000 who 
packed the MGM Grand Garden arena.
